BE IT RESOLVED BY THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF 
ALABAMA, That we respectfully request the Honorable Chief Justice 
and Associate Justices of the Supreme Court or a majority of them, to 
give this body their written opinion on the following important ques- 
tions which have arisen concerning the pending House Substitute Reso- 
lution to Senate Joint Resolution 93, which resolution states “That when 
they adjourn today, July 8, that they adjourn to meet again on Tuesday, 
July 20. Any prior resolution that conflicts herewith is repealed.” 


Senate Joint Resolution 93 was received by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and was referred to the Committee on Rules, which Com- 
mittee substituted the Senate Joint Resolution 93 as follows: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, that when the Legislature adjourns 
on Thursday, July 8, 1976, it adjourns to meet again on Tuesday, July 
13, 1976, and that when it adjourns on Tuesday, July 13, 1976, it adjourns 
to meet again on Tuesday, July 20, 1976.” 
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The House of Representatives did not accept the Committee on 
Rules Substitute, and adopted the substitute offered by Representative 
Bill Smith, which provides as follows: 


“BE IT RESOLVED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA, BOTH 
HOUSES THEREOF CONCURRING, That when they adjourn today, 
July 8, that they adjourn to meet again on Tuesday, July 20. Any prior 
resolution that conflicts herewith is repealed.”

3) Does any action by the Senate on what it determines to be the 
Twenty-fourth Legislative Day, to wit, July 28, 1976, contravene Section 
63 of the Constitution of 1901?

Lady and Gentlemen: 
I am returning to you, the Body in which it originated, House Bill 
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Number 388, without my approval and with the following suggested 
Executive Amendments: 


I suggest that you amend Section 26 on page 27 by deleting the fol- 
lowing language: 


“Provided that any increase in the above appropriations shall be 
made only after a thorough review and recommendation in writing by 
the Board of Control of the Retirement System, the Retirement Actuary 
and certified by them to the Governor, the Budget office and the Legis- 
lative Fiscal Committee for the release of funds.” 


And substituting in lieu thereof the following language: 


“Provided that any increase in the above appropriations shall be 
made only after a thorough review and recommendation in writing by 
the Board of Control of the Retirement System, the Retirement Actuary, 
and the Budget Officer, and certified by them to the Governor.” 


I further suggest that you amend Section 40(b) on page 28 by de- 
leting the word: “Florence”, and substituting in lieu thereof, the word, 
“Decatur”; and also by deleting on page 29 the following language in its 
entirety: 


“(The appropriations in this section 40 must be accredited by the 
Residency Review Liaison Committee of Graduate Medical Education.)” 


I further suggest that you amend Section 30 on page 28 by re- 
inserting said section to read as follows:

I further suggest, upon the unanimous request made in writing by 
the senate and house delegation from Mobile County, that you amend 
Section 3 subsection (Q) on page 11 by adding the following subsection: 


(h) The appropriation hereinabove contained for distribution to 
local school boards under the Minimum Program Fund shall include no 
less than $250,000 of the Mobile County Board of Education’s share of 
said funds with said $250,000 to be spent in its entirety by the Mobile 
County Board of Education for materials, equipment, other capital im- 
provements, personnel and support materials for a special program to 
provide for special educational opportunities for the deaf children in 
Mobile County. 


I further suggest that you amend Section 4(B) on page 17 by adding 
the following subsection: 


(18) For the Office of Extension, Pulte SeEvice and Research to 
be expended for urology development ~.._._.-....... ....$100,000.00. 


I further suggest that you amend Section 3(J) on page 4 by adding 
the following subsection: 


(h) For the Division of Rehabilitation and Crippled Children Serv- 
ices; for the Home Bound to provide medical and attendant care and 
adjustment aids to certain handicapped persons -__........__..$1,500,000.00. 


(The above appropriation is to be extended in accordance with Act 
No. 109, Third Special, 1975, approved May 1, 1975, and shall be in addi- 
tion to the amount appropriated in Act 109.) 


Lady and Gentlemen, you will observe from the foregoing suggested 
amendments that most of them are for the purpose of correcting lan- 
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guage and minor adjustments in amounts, which have been requested 
of me by members of the Legislature and leaders in education; and 
none of these amendments meet with strong objections. 


I would, however, take this opportunity to place special emphasis 
on the appropriation of $1.5 million to the Department of Education’s 
Division of Rehabilitation and Crippled Children in furtherance of the 
program for the Homebound. As you know, the Division of Rehabilita- 
tion and Crippled Children is educational in scope, and has so been con- 
sidered as part of the Department of Education for its many years of 
existence. This Homebound Program was established and funded from 
the Alabama Special Education Trust Fund by your Act No. 109 of the 
1975 Session of the Legislature to provide the much needed medical 
care, attendant care, and home health care for the many Alabamians 
who have suffered severe disability resulting in their being confined 
to their homes. 


These unfortunate persons—and often times, forgotten persons ex- 
cept by their families—do not have the personal nor family funds or 
resources to meet the minimal needs and necessities for medical care, 
special devices, or living conditions. Were it not for this program, many 
would have to be placed in nursing homes and away from their families. 


At the present time, the program is operative and functioning well 
in the Birmingham and Mobile areas. The Montgomery area program 
will be providing services this year; and the north Alabama area is yet 
to be organized and developed, but will be as quickly as possible, given 
the additional funds herein recommended. 


I hope, and request, that you will join with me in extending the 
helping hand of the State of Alabama to aid and assist the severely 
crippled and handicapped men and women of our State. 


The adoption of these suggested amendments will remove my ob- 
jections to this Bill.

Gentlemen: 


I am returning to you, the Body in which they originated, Senate 
Bill Nuaees 442 and Senate Bill Number 443, without my signature and 
approval. 


A careful study of these bills, which are in para materia, reveals 
that convicted felons serving sentences for assault, rape, murder, rob- 
bery, or any other heinous crime may be granted a deduction or com- 
muntation from his sentence two (2) days for each one (1) day served 
in prison or on parole. This means, of course, that a felon convicted by 
a jury of this State for rape and murder—for example—and who is 
sentenced to thirty (30) years in the penitentiary, would be “scott free” 
in ten (10) years notwithstanding the views, wishes, or recommenda- 
tions of the trial judge, district attorney, Pardon and Parole Board, and 
most of all—the innocent victim. Presumably, the only basis, or re- 
quirement, to be met, or the only measurement standard for such de- 
duction of sentence would be that the convict just be a “good boy” 
while in prison or on parole. If these bills become law, there will be re- 
joicing in the prisons; and “cooperate and graduate” will become the 
motto of every inmate. 


Well, these convicted outcasts of society, as well as those yet to be 
imprisoned, should have thought about breaking the basic laws of so- 
ciety, being “good boys” in their communities, and “cooperating and 
graduating” with their law-abiding neighbors before being sent to prison. 
It seems strange, indeed, that a person is sent to prison for being a “bad 
boy”, but released for being a “good boy”. 


I am firmly convinced that you could more profitably spend your 
time enacting legislation to further restrict “good time” and parole 
eligibility for habitual criminals, providing for mandatory sentences for 
such repeaters, and enlarging our prison facilities to incarcerate them 
both as punishment to the criminal and protection for the vast majority 
of our law-abiding citizens. 


Legislation such as Senate Bill Number 442 and Senate Bill Number 
443 do nothing except violence to this approach.

Sess., 1966, an act 
relating to the sale of groceries on Sunday in counties of population 
exceeding 500,000 according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal cen- 
sus, are hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1. Declaration of Legislative finding and policy: The 
maintenance of the public health is of vital importance to the general 
welfare of the State and its people. This is particularly true where 
there are large concentrations of population. For the protection of the 
public health and general welfare it is deemed essential that on day 
be set aside each week as a day of rest and relaxation in counties to 
which this Act applies. This can best be accomplished and the enforce- 
ment thereof can best be policed by setting aside Sunday which is gen- 
erally recognized and observed as a day of rest. Section 420, Title 14, 
Code of Alabama 1940, as amended, has made unlawful the general 
performance of labor and other activities on Sunday and has provided 
penalties for the violation thereof subject to certain enumerated excep- 
tions which are deemed by the Legislature to be reasonable and neces- 
sary. The Legislature further finds and declares that in order to enjoy 
such a day of rest and relaxation that the public should be given the 
right as an additional exception to said Section 420 to purchase on 
Sunday goods usually and normally sold in grocery stores subject 
to reasonable restrictions on the number of employees that may be 
employed in such stores selling such goods on Sunday. It is further 
the finding of the Legislature that a reasonable restriction on the 
number of employees would be to permit to remain open on Sunday 
for the sale of such goods only those stores that have no more than four 
six employees on duty at any one time on Sunday. The Legislature 
further finds that there is a public necessity for the purchase on Sunday 
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of merchandise usually and normally sold in grocery stores and that 
necessity must be met but that reasonable restrictions as set out above 
should be placed theron. 


“Section 2. It shall be lawful for any grocery store to remain 
open on Sunday in each County in the State having a population of 
500,000 or more according to the last or any succeeding federal census 
providing that such grocery store does not have on duty in such store 
more than four six employees at any one time on Sunday; provided 
that each such grocery store shall first obtain a special license to operate 
on Sunday from the license issuing officer of such County. The license 
issuing officer of such County shall issue a license only to such individual 
grocery stores or outlets as shall pay a license fee of $25 and only to 
such individual grocery stores or outlets in each community as are 
determined to be required by the public convenience and necessity. All 
license fees shall be paid into the general fund of such County.” 


Section 2. The provisions of this Act are severable, If any part of 
the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not affect the part which remains. 


Section 3. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
law.

To further amend Act No. 470 of the Regular Session of the 
Legislature of Alabama of 1955, approved September 9, 1955, which 
established “The Limited Policemen’s Retirement and Relief System of 
Birmingham, Alabama” as heretofore amended, by providing for mini- 
mum monthly benefits for members of the system and the widows of 
deceased members of the system, and by providing for supplemental al- 
lowances for the payment of such minimum monthly benefits and by 
giving same retroactive effect. 


S. 549. To empower the governing body of any City in the State 
having a population of two hundred fifty thousand or more to establish 
a pension and relief or retirement and relief system for its unclassified 
employees, the benefits of which may extend to the widows and children 
of such employee; and to provide for a board of managers by which 
the same shall be administered.

cept for jury or grand jury service; and vesting in the sheriffs or his 
deputies the exclusive authority to serve all criminal] subpoenas. 


To amend the title of Act 206 (House 537) of the Regular 
Session of the Legislature of Alabama of 1971 applicable in all counties 
having a population of 600,000 or more according to the last or any sub- 
sequent decennial census and to also amend Section 2 of said Act by

and entered into a contract with the Bobbs-Merrill Company and The 
Michie Company, jointly (they being designated by such contract and 
hereinafter as “Code Commissioner”), which said contract was sub- 
sequently modified by amendments dated, respectively, January 26, 1976 
and February 19, 1976, and which said contract, as heretofore amended, 
is hereinafter referred to as the “said contract”; and 


WHEREAS, there has not been an official CODE OF ALABAMA 
since the CODE OF ALABAMA 1940 was adopted by Act 628 of the 
1939 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature approved July 2, 1940 
although said CODE OF ALABAMA 1940 was recompiled in 1958 but 
said recompilation was not an official Code of the State; and 


WHEREAS, the supply of the CODE OF ALABAMA 1940 (Re- 
compiled 1958) is completely exhausted and there are no copies thereof 
available for use in this State, and there have been no pocket parts nor 
supplements to said Code published since the 1973 Regular Session of 
the Alabama Legislature, and there is an urgent need for the publica- 
tion of a new CODE OF ALABAMA for the use of the general public, 
the practicing attorneys, the judges of this State, and other governmental 
agencies, organizations and institutions in order to be informed as to

WHEREAS, the Code Commissioner, pursuant to the provisions of 
said contract, is in the final stages of preparing a manuscript which 
would contain the Statutes of the State of Alabama of a general and 
permanent nature as enacted by the Legislature through the end of the 
1975 Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature, as revised and digested 
by the said Code Commissioner, and which will be proposed to be the 
CODE OF ALABAMA 1975; and

Legislature that said manuscript so being prepared by it cannot be com- 
pleted and delivered to the State of Alabama pursuant to the terms of 
said contract prior to the anticipated adjournment date of the 1976 
Regular Session of the Alabama Legislature; and further, the said Code 
Commissioner has made known to the Legislature that it anticipates that 
said manuscript for the CODE OF ALABAMA 1975 will be completed

5. The joint committee shall meet upon the call of the chairman 
thereof and each member of the Alabama Legislature shall be notified

work of said joint committee in the discharge of its duties hereunder. 


6. The members of the joint committee shall receive their regular 
legislative pay for each day that they are convened in a meeting to

AN ACT 


Relating to Cherokee County, Alabama; to create the Little River

the membership and organization of said Commission, to prescribe the 
powers, duties, and authority of said Commission; to authorize funding 
for the operation of said Commission; to require that a permit be ob- 
tained from the Commission before any surface mining activity is con- 
ducted within the regulated area; to enumerate certain reclamation re- 
quirements which shall be applicable to regulated areas and to Cherokee 
County generally; to prescribe legal remedies, enforcement provisions 
and penalties and to repeal all conflicting statutes. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Short Title. This act shall be known and may be cited 
as “The Little River Canyon Preservation Act of 1976.” 


Section 2. Declaration of Public Policy and Legislative Intent. It 
is the finding of this legislature that Little River Canyon and the sur- 
rounding area is one of the most extraordinary natural areas in the 
Southeastern United States. Little River is reported to be the only 
river in the United States that has its origin and much of its flow along 
the top of a mountain. The scenic beauty of Little River and the ex- 
ceptionally good water quality of Little River, the West Fork of Little 
River, the East Fork of Little River and their tributaries make the area 
a major tourist attraction and recreational area for the state. This legis- 
lature therefor declares that it is the policy of this state to protect 
Little River Canyon and the waters flowing into the Canyon from any 
and all mining activities that may harm or detract from the scenic and 
recreational value of this area. Particular concern is expressed for the 
emerging surface mining activities that are near the Canyon area. This 
Act shall be deemed an exercise of the police powers of the state for 
the welfare of the people of Alabama, to provide for the protection of 
Little River Canyon from improperly conducted mining activities in 
order to insure that this generation and future generations of Alabamians 
can enjoy the beauty of this natural area. 


Section 3. Definitions. The following words and phrases shall have 
the following meanings: “Commission” shall mean the Little River Can- 
yon Preservation Commission; “Operator” shail mean any person, firm, 
corporation, partnership, or any other entity conducting surface mining; 
and “Regulated area” shall mean the land area in Cherokee County one 
mile out from the banks of the Little River, West Fork of Little River 
and East Fork of Little River. 


Section 4. The Little River Canyon Preservation Commission 


(1) There is hereby created and established the Little River Canyon 
Preservation Commission for the purpose of implementing and enforcing 
this Act and carrying out its intent and policy. 


(2) The Commission is to be composed of five (5) members in- 
cluding: (a) The Chairman of the Cherokee County Commission; 


(b) The Health Services Administrator of the Cherokee County 
Health Department; 


(c) One resident of Cherokee County who, by reason of his educa- 
tion, training, and/or experience can be classed as an expert in soil con- 
servation; or 

(d) One resident of Cherokee County who, by reason of his educa- 


tion, training and/or experience can be classed as one capable and 
experienced in the technology of earth grading, removal, and movement; 
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(e) One resident of Cherokee County who is an attorney, duly 
licensed to practice law in the State of Alabama; and 


(f) One landowner who is a resident of Cherokee County and the 
regulated area. 


(3) The Soil Conservation expert or the earthgrading and removal 
expert, and the attorney, during the period of their service on the Com- 
mission, may not be an agent, officer, stockholder, employee, independent 
contractor, or attorney of a coal company or surface mining company, 
nor may they, their spouses, or dependents have any monetary interest 
in the operation of a surface mining company or a coal company. 


(4) The Chairman of the Cherokee County Commission and the 
Health Services Administrator of the Cherokee County Health Depart- 
ment shall serve on the Commission in an ex-officio capacity. The 
remaining members shall be appointed by the Cherokee County Com- 
mission for terms not to exceed the terms of the appointing officials. 
Members may be eligible for reappointment in the discretion of the 
Cherokee County Commission. 


(5) All members of the Commission shall serve in said capacity 
without compensation. 


(6) The Commission shall elect one of its members chairman, who 
shall be responsible for calling meetings of the Commission. Rules 
shall be promulgated by the Commission which shall provide reason- 
able notice of meetings to all members. A majority of the members 
of the Commission shall constitute a quorum. The Commission shall 
further adopt rules for its operation and management. 


(7) The Commission shall have all powers necessary to accomplish 
its duties under this Act, including the power to promulgate any regula- 
tions necessary to implement the purpose and provisions of this Act. 


(8) The Cherokee County Commission is authorized to provide 
funding for the clerical assistants and for the operation of the Commis- 
sion. The Little River Canyon Preservation Commission is authorized 
to receive funds from the county and from any other source. The Com- 
mission or its duly authorized representative shall disburse such funds 
to carry out its duties and may also disburse funds for reclamation of 
land within Little River Canyon and the regulated area and to make 
any other improvements to enhance the environmental well-being of the 
area. 


(9) The Commission is authorized to andy and investigate all 
problems concerned with the protection of Little River Canyon, the 
regulated area, and the waters within the regulated area. 


(10) Any member of the Commission or its representative may 
enter upon any regulated lands at any reasonable time for the purpose 
of inspection to determine whether the provisions of this Act are being 
complied with. 


Section 5. Permitting of Surface Mining Activities. 


(1) Before any surface mining activity can be conducted within 
the regulated area, as defined by this Act, a permit must be obtained 
from the Little River Canyon Preservation Commission. 


(2) (a) In order to obtain a permit for coal surface mining within 
the regulated area, an operator must submit to the Commission the fol- 
lowing: a copy of its permit and license application, reclamation plan, 
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maps, and other information prepared for the Alabama Surface Mining 
Reclamation Commission; a copy of the license and permit granted by 
the Alabama Surface Mining Reclamation Commission; a copy of the 
permit application submitted to the Alabama Water Improvement Com- 
mission; and a copy of the permit granted by the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission. 


(b) In order to obtain a permit for surface mining of any sub- 
stance other than coal within the regulated area, an operator must sub- 
mit to the Commission the following: a copy of its permit application and 
related information prepared for the Department of Industrial Relations; 
a copy of the permit granted by the Department of Industrial Relations; 
a copy of its application and related information submitted to the Ala- 
bama Water Improvement Commission; and a copy of the permit 
granted by the Alabama Water Improvement Commission. 


(3) Upon receiving a permit application, the Commission shall 
review the information listed in Subsection 2. It may consult with the 
Alabama Surface Mining Commission, the Alabama Water Improve- 
ment Commission, the Department of Industrial Relations, or any other 
local, state, or federal agency or private source to obtain further informa- 
tion as to the impact that the surface mining activity will have upon 
Little River Canyon, the Little River, the West Fork of Little River 
and the East Fork of Little River. 


(4) The Commission shaall deny the permit if it determines that 
the proposed surface mining activity in the regulated area will present 
danger to the physical integrity of Little River Canyon and the water 
quality of Little River, its West Fork and its East Fork. Otherwise, the 
permit shall be granted. 


Section 6. Supplemental Reclamation Requirements. The follow- 
ing reclamation requirements are to supplement the requirements for 
reclamation found in the “Alabama Surface Mining Reclamation Act of 
1975” and the “Alabama Surface Mining Act of 1969”. The Alabama 
Surface Mining Reclamation Commission and the Department of In- 
dustrial Relations are prohibited from returning any portion of the 
bond for performance, required in Section 15 of the “Alabama Surface 
Mining Reclamation Act of 1975” and in Section 9 of the “Alabama 
Surface Mining Act of 1969” that is posted by an operator of a surface 
mining activity in the regulated area, until the Little River Canyon 
Preservation Commission certifies that the additional requirements 
listed in or promulgated pursuant to this Act have been met. 


While mining and reclaiming, an operator shall: 


(1) Remove the topsoil from the land in a separate layer and 
segregate the topsoil in a separate pile until needed so that the soil is 
kept in a usable condition for sustaining vegetation, unless other soil 
placement procedures or soil conditioning, as may be necessary to better 
establish and maintain vegetation in the area of land affected, have 
been approved by the Little River Canyon Preservation Commission; 


(2) Cover immediately with nontoxic material any toxic material, 
roof coal, pyritie shale, or other material known to be acid producing, 
toxic, or creating a fire hazard, and bury such toxic material under 
adequate fill; 


(3) Replace the topsoil which has been segregated, unless the Com- 
mission has approved or required other soil placement or soil condition- 
ing, including the application of soil amendments, as necessary to sustain 
vegetation, in which case such procedures shall be followed. 
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The Little River Canyon Preservation Commission is authorized and 
may promulgate any other rules and regulations pertaining to surface 
mining and reclamation that it determines necessary to insure that the 
“regulated area” will be returned to a natural condition of an equivalent 
or higher environmental quality than before surface mining was com- 
menced. 


Section 7. Elimination of Highwalls. The Alabama Surface Mining 
Reclamation Commission and the Department of Industrial Relations 
are prohibited from returning any portion of the bond for performance, 
required in Section 15 of the “Alabama Surface Mining Reclamation 
Act of 1975” and in Section 9 of the “Alabama Surface Mining Act of 
1969” that is posted by an operator of a surface mining activity in 
Cherokee County, until the operator backfills with spoil material any 
highwall created during the mining operation. The highwall must be 
completely covered and the site must be returned to the approximate 
original contour and the slope must be capable of maintaining stability 
following mining and reclamation. In covering the highwall, the oper- 
ator is to avoid distrurbance of land above the top of the highwall, un- 
less the Little River Canyon Preservation Commission finds that such 
disturbance is necessary for adequate elimination of the highwall. Pro- 
vided, however, that the land disturbed above the highwall shall be 
limited to that amount necessary to facilitate compliance. 


Section 8. Blasting. In order to prevent injury to persons or 
property or damage to geological formations as found in Little River 
Canyon, the use of explosives in Cherokee County for the purpose of 
blasting in connection with surface mining shall be done in accordance 
with regulations promulgated by the Commission. 


Section 9. Setback Requirements. No surface mining shall be per- 
mitted within 1,000 feet of the rim of Little River Canyon or within 
1,000 feet of that portion of Little River not flowing through Little 
River Canyon or 1,000 feet from the East Fork of Little River or the 
West Fork of Little River. Nor shall surface mining be permitted with- 
in 100 feet of any stream within the regulated area or such additional 
distance deemed necessary by the Commission to protect water quality. 


Section 10. Violation of Act. 


(1) Whenever the Commission has cause to believe that any 
operator is violating any provision of this Act, or any rules or regula- 
tions promulgated, pursuant to these laws, the Commission shall cause 
a prompt investigation to be made in connection therewith. If upon 
inspection the Commission or its duly appointed representative discovers 
a condition which is in violation of the provisions of this Act or any rule 
or regulation promulgated pursuant thereto, the Commission or its duly 
appointed representative shall be authorized to order such violation to 
cease and to take such steps necessary to enforce such an order. The 
said order shall state the items which are in violation and shall provide 
a reasonable specified time within which the violation must cease. The 
person responsible shall make the corrections necessary to comply with 
the requirements of this Act or rule or regulation promulgated pursuant 
thereto within the time specified in the order. Nothing herein shall be 
deemed to prevent the Commission, the Attorney General, or the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the 9th Judicial Circuit from prosecuting any violation 
of this Act or any rule or regulation promulgated pursuant thereto 
notwithstanding that such violation is corrected in accordance with any 
order. 


(2) Any person aggrieved by an order of the Commission under 
this Act may, upon application made within 15 days after notice thereof, 
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be entitled to a hearing before the Commission which shall within 30 
days thereafter hold a hearing of which at least 15 days written notice 
shall be given to such persons. Within 30 days after such hearing the 
Commission shall issue an appropriate order modifying, approving, or 
disapproving its order. A copy of such order shall be served upon all 
interested parties. Pending the determination by the Commission and 
upon application therefor the Commission may stay the operation of 
such order upon such terms and conditions as it may deem proper. 
The testimony taken at any hearing shall be under oath and recorded 
stenographically, but the parties shall not be bound by the strict rules 
of evidence prevailing in the courts of law and equity. True copies of 
any transcript and of any other record made of or at such hearing shall 
be furnished to any party thereto upon request and at his expense. Any 
hearing required by this Act to be held before the Commission shall be 
held before a hearing officer designated by the Chairman who shall 
have power to subpoena witnesses and compel their attendance, ad- 
minister oaths, and require the production for examination of any 
books or papers relating to any matter under investigation in any such 
hearing. The Commission, at the request of any interested person, may 
subpoena and compel the attendance of such witnesses as such person 
may designate and require the production for examination of any books 
or papers relating to any matter under investigation in any such hearing. 


(3) Any duly designated representative of the Commission may 
administer oath to witnesses and may conduct hearings or investiga- 
tions and any such duly designated representative of the Commission 
may sign and issue subpoenaes requiring persons to appear before nim 
or the Commission and the Commission, through its designated officers, 
shall have the power to serve said subpoenaes upon any such person 
by sending a copy of such subpoena through the United States mail, 
postage prepaid, which said mail shall be registered with return receipt 
attached and such service shall be complete when said registered mail 
shall be delivered to said person and such receipt returned to the Com- 
mission or its designated representative, signed by the person sought 
to be subpoenaed. Obedience to a subpoena issued by the Commission 
or any person authorized and designated by the Commission to issue 
said subpoena may be enforced by application to any judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court of the county in which said subpoena was issued or to the 
judge of any Circuit Court in which such person subpoenaed resides 
in the same manner as is provided by law for the grand jury of a county 
to enforce its subpoenaes and with the same penalty as provided there- 
for for the failure of any person failing or refusing to comply with such 
subpoena. 


(4) Any person who violates any provision of this Act, or any rule 
or regulation adopted by the Commission, or any other which has been 
issued by the Commission as provided for in this section, shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than $100.00 nor more than $10,000.00 for said 
violation which may be recovered in a civil action in the Circuit Court. 
Each and every day during which such violation continues shall con- 
stitute a separate violation for purposes of this subsection. It shall be 
the duty of the Commission and the Attorney General or any District 
Attorney of the 9th Judicial Circuit to commence such actions to re- 
cover said penalties. The issuance of an order shall not be a condition 
precedent to the commencement of any action under this section; how- 
ever, when an order has been issued, the alleged violator shall be af- 
forded an opportunity to be heard upon said order as provided herein 
before any action is commenced hereunder. All penalties recovered 
are to go to the Commission to be used as directed in Section 4 (5). 


(5) The Commission and the Attorney General or the District 
Attorney of the 9th Judicial Circuit may commence a civil action for 
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damages for environmental degradation done to Little River Canyon 
or to Little River, West Fork of Little River or East Fork of Little River, 
resulting from the wrongful act, omission, or negligence of a person. 
Such suits may be filed in the name of the Little River Canyon Preserva- 
tion Commission in the Circuit Court of the 9th Judicial Circuit. Both 
punitive and compensatory damages may be recovered in a case where 
environmental degradation resulted from willful or wanton conduct on 
the part of the defendant; compensatory damages alone may be awarded 
when the environmental degradation is caused by a negligent act or 
omission. Should a verdict for damages be obtained in any such action, 
the court shall also assess and tax as costs against the defendant all 
reasonable costs incurred by the particular department or agency which 
investigated the degradation in such action. Such costs, as testified to 
by sworn affidavit, shall be paid over by the court to that department 
or agency which performed the investigation. 


(6) The Commission and the Attorney General or the District At- 
torney of the 9th Judicial Circuit may bring suit to enjoin any actual or 
threatened violation of any provision of this Act or violation of any 
rule, regulation, or order made hereunder. 


Section 11. Present Operators Exempt from Requirements. Any 
properly licensed and authorized surface mining being carried on prior 
to May 1, 1976, is not subject to the provisions of this Act. If a surface 
mine operator renews his permit with a state regulatory agency or ob- 
tains a new permit from such agency to expand his present operation, 
the newly permitted surface mining operation becomes subject to the 
requirements of this Act. 


Section 12. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 13. Repealer. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


Section 14. Effective Date. This Act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 
To make appropriations for the ordinary expenses of the executive, 
legislative and judicial departments of the State, for other functions of 
eoverens and for the interest on the public debt and for the public 
schools 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. That, for the purpose of this Act, the following classifi- 
cations, definitions and restrictions shall be applicable to the appropria- 
tions herein made: (a) “salary” and “other salaries” wherever appearing 
herein, shall mean the wages or other compensation for skill, work or 
employment for anyone performing services for the State of Alabama 
as an employee, officer or official, and shall be expended only for such 
purposes; (b) “other expenses” shall mean the operating costs of agencies, 
departments, boards, bureaus and institutions of the State, other than 
salaries and equipment purchases, and shall be expended only for 
operating costs incident to the normal operations of such agencies, de- 
partments, boards, bureaus and institutions including supplies and ma- 
terials, postage, telephone, telegraph, express, travel expense, motor 
vehicle operations, lights, water, power, insurance and bonding, printing 
and binding, repairs, rentals and items of general expense not defined 
as “equipment purchases” (c) “equipment purchases” shall mean those 
items of office equipment and other equipment which have an appre- 
ciable and calculable period of usefulness in excess of one year; (d) 
“automotive equipment purchases” shall mean those items of motor ve- 
hicle equipment only. 


Section 2. There is hereby appropriated for the ordinary expenses 
of the executive, legislative, and judicial departments of the State, for 
other functions of government for the interest on the public debt, and 
for the public schools for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, to 
be paid out of any monies hereinafter specified, from such other funds 
and accounts as may be designated, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, and the total amount to be expended for the items for which 
the appropriation is herein made shall not exceed the amount provided 
therefor. It is provided that the amount expended for “equipment pur- 
chases” and “automotive equipment purchases” shall not be increased 
by the expenditure of any revenue derived from the sale, trade-in or 
exchange of the items of personal property described in Section 1 (c) 
and (d) hereof.

In the event that the amount of funds actually received is more than 
the anticipated grants or entitlements, said funds together with any 
interest, accruals, or reversions accruing after the effective date of this 
Act are hereby appropriated for General Government.

Section 1. The State Department of Education shall make a study, 
with the assistance of the Board of Corrections, of the requirements of 
establishing and operating schools at the various units of the Department 
of Corrections. The State Department of Education shall establish and 
operate such schools when funds are provided for this purpose. 


Section 2. All persons incarcerated in the Board of Corrections who 
are not high school graduates shall be eligible to attend such school. 


Section 3. The total cost of operating the schools authorized by 
this act shall be borne entirely by the state and shall be paid from the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. Such costs shall be considered 
annually, upon the recommendation of the State Department of Education, 
by the Joint Interim Committee made up of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the House and the Finance and Taxation Committee of the 
Senate. An estimate of costs for the 1977-78 school year and each suc- 
ceeding year shall be made to the above committee when the budget 
estimates are presented by the State Department of Education. 


Section 4. A formula for the determination of professional units 
and other operating expenses shall be developed by the State Department 
of Education, based upon eligible students. 


(a) The total number of professional units provided shall be the 
sum total of units necessary for classroom teachers, vocational teachers, 
librarians, teachers of exceptional students, supervisors, counselors, 
principals, and a director. Any funds provided for such units where such 
units are not employed shall revert to the Alabama Special Educational 
Trust Fund. The qualifications of such teachers shall be determined by 
the State Department of Education and shall be similar to the qualifica- 
tions of teachers in the regular schools. 


An eligible student under this act shall be a person who has not 
graduated from an accredited high school and who is able to benefit 
from the instructional programs offered. The State Department of Educa- 
tion, in cooperation with the Department of Corrections, shall determine 
the Sa number of hours a student must be in attendance each 
week. 


(b) The minimum monthly salary rates for classroom teachers 
and special positions shall be in accordance with the current minimum 
salary schedule in effect in the regular public schools. 
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(c) Vocational teacher, counselor, supervisory and special education 
units shall be provided in addition to classroom teacher units in ac- 
cordance with the policy of the State Board of Education for the alloca- 
tion of such units in the regular public schools and in accordance with 
the ability of the Board of Corrections to provide adequate facilities for 
such programs and the ability of the students enrolled to benefit from 
such instruction.

He may be commissioned as an officer on 
the state staff, in the adjutant general’s department, and he may have 
such rank as is now or may hereafter be provided for an officer of the 
state staff, adjutant general’s department, under the provisions of the 
national defense act and war department regulations promulgated there- 
under. The officer of the national guard of Alabama assigned to duty by 
the governor as the adjutant general my be commissioned by the governor 
as a general officer in the national guard of Alabama, with the consent 
of the senate. The adjutant general shall be appointed from among 
active or retired commissioned officers of the federally recognized na- 
tional guard and he shall have had at least six years’ service therein, two 
years of which must have been in the line, and shall have served as a 
commissioned officer in the active national guard for not less than four 
years. In addition thereto, appointments from the retired national guard 
officer ranks shall be within four vears of last active service in the na- 
tional guard and the appointed officer shall not have attained the age of 
sixty years. The adjutant general shall not hold any other active national 
guard commissioned officer position while serving as adjutant general. 
The adjutant general of the state shall be in direct charge of the mili- 
tary department and shall be responsible to the governor and commander 
in chief for the proper performance of his duties. All the powers con- 
ferred and duties imposed by law upon the adjutant general shall be 
exercised or performed by him under the direction and control of the 
governor. The adjutant general shall be chief of the state staff, national 
guard of Alabama, the personal staff of the governor, and similar mili- 
tary agencies of the state. He shall supervise the receint, preservations, 
repair, distribution, issue and collection of al arms, military equipment, 
stores of the state and of the United States. He shall supervise all troops, 
arms and branches of the militia, such supervisory powers covering pri- 
marily all duties pertaining to the organization, armament, discipline, 
training, recruiting, inspecting, instructing, pay, subsistence and supplies. 
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He shall maintain a roster of all the officers and_ men of the national 
guard and naval militia of the state and keep on file in his office copies 
of all orders, reports and communications received and issued by the 
military department in its several branches and sections. He shall, from 
time to time, cause the laws and all state regulations that may be written 
thereunder, to be printed, bound and distributed at the expense of the 
state. The adjutant general shall, from time to time, prepare and publish, 
by order of the governor, such orders, rules and regulations consistent 
with the laws as are necessary to bring the organization, armament, 
equipment, training and discipline of the various classes of the militia of 
Alabama to a state of efficiency as nearly as possible to that of the 
United Stated army and navy. He shall prepare such reports and returns 
as the secretary of war or the secretary of the navy of the United States 
may prescribe and require. He shall perform such other duties as may 
be required of him by the commander in chief, and the comptroller of 
Alabama shall draw warrants on the treasury for all expenses incurred 
under this section on bills regularly presented to, and approved by, the 
governor. It shall be the duty of the adjutant general, if ordered by 
the governor, to visit and inspect each company, troop, or battery at 
least once a year, and to report to the commander in chief the condition 
of armories and other military buildings and properties, and of the 
arms, equipment and personnel of said organizations, and make such 
recommendations as he thinks proper in regard thereto. Provided, that 
the adjutant general may designate members of the state staff or field 
officers of the national guard, as inspecting officers for the purposes in 
question. The adjutant general shall report annually in writing to the 
governor on the activities of the military department which have oc- 
cured during the preceding year. Such report shall include but not be 
limited to the placement of new units, changes in location of units, and 
the basis for such placement or change of such locations; physical con- 
dition of each armory, other military buildings, and property; a list of all 
officers by grade showing the number of military duty days, both state 
and federal for each; and any other major events that have occured in 
the department during the year. The governor may require such addi- 
tional information as he may desire. The adjutant general shall make 
such recommendations as he deems necessary. Members of the Senate and 
House Committees having jurisdiction over military affairs shall be 
furnished a copy of the report. The adjutant general shall assist all 
persons residing in Alabama, or other states, having claims against the 
state or the United States for compensation, pension retired pay, bounty 
or back pay, or service medals and decorations awarded by the United 
States, or the state of Alabama, where such claims and requests have 
arisen out of, or by reason of, service in any of the wars or insurrections 
concerning the United States or the state of Alabama. He shall furnish 
to claimants, or their accredited representatives, or assist them in pro- 
curing all necessary certificates and certified abstracts from the records 
and documents in the state military department and other departments 
of the state or the United States. Provided, that, any or all of these 
services shall be rendered without charge to the claimant. The adjutant 
general shall have a seal of office, to be approved by the commander in 
chief, and all copies of papers in his office duly certified and authenticated 
under the said seal shall be evidence in all cases in line manner as if 
the original were produced. The duties of the adjutant general as pro- 
vided herein are all inclusive and preclude any compensation for state 
active military duty. 


“Section 61. Officers and employees in military department; or- 
ganization of department. - The adjutant general may have to assist him 
in performance of his duties and to perform the various duties of the 
military department such number of officers and employees as may be 
approved by the governor, such officers and employees-to, with the 
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exception of the deputy adjutant general, shall be appointed by the 
adjutant general subject to the approval of the governor and subject to 
the provisions of the merit system wherever applicable, it being specific- 
ally provided that, if approved by the governor, such department or- 
ganization may include the positions of deputy adjutant general, an 
assistant adjutant general for army, an assistant adjutant general for 
air and a state property and disbursing officer and military executive 
officer. The position of deputy adjutant general shall be a full time state 
position and such officer shall be appointed by and serve at the pleasure 
of the governor. The deputy adjutant general shall be selected from air if 
the adjutant general is from army and shall be selected from army if 
the adjutant general be from air and shall be at the grade of lieutenant 
colonel or colonel. The members of the Alabama national guard promotion 
and retention board shall be appointed from the senior officers of the 
line and shall not include the adjutant general, the deputy adjutant gen- 
eral, or the assistant adjutants general for air and army. The provisions 
of the merit system shall have application to all officers and employees 
of the department other than those serving in the active military service 
of the state under orders of the governor, who shall receive the same 
pay as an officer or enlisted man of the regular service of correspond- 
ing grade with corresponding length of service; provided however, that in 
the event a person is designated to the position of deputy adjutant 
general, such person may occupy a position in the merit system in the 
state of Alabama or a national guard technician in the federal civil 
service system. shall hold no other position of state or federal employ- 
ment. All persons hereafter appointed as officers in ihe military dc- 
partment shall have served at least three years in the active Alabama 
national guard and should have military and civil education, training, 
and experience particularly fitting him for the position to which he is 
assigned. Except as provided herein, the term of office for all general 
officers, other than the adjutant general who is appointed by and serves 
at the pleasure of the governor, and the assistant adjutants general for 
army and air who are appointed by and serve at the pleasure of the 
governor, shall not exceed five years from date of federal recognition 
in grade and such officers cannot be removed from office except for 
cause. If an officer during his term as brigadier general is promoted to 
the office of major general he shall be eligible to serve in the capacity 
of major general for a period not exceeding five years from date of such 
federal recognition. Any officer serving in a general officer of the line 
position on the effective date of this act shall be eligible to serve in that 
ce for a period not exceedng five years from the effective date of 
this act. 


“The assignments, duties and authority of the officers and employees 
of the department shall be prescribed and assigned by the adjutant 
general, with the approval of the governor, and such department shall 
be so organized, and may be reorganized into appropriate sections, di- 
visions or agencies as to conform to the wishes of the governor and the 
regulations and requirements of the national guard of the United States. 
The persons occupying positions as heads or chiefs of the various sections 
or divisions or holding other offices or positions in the department shall, 
if such persons qualify therefor, hold such military rank as may be au- 
thorized and approved for such positions by the governor and the na- 
tional guard bureau of the United States, and if so authorized and ap- 
proved those officers holding the position of deputy adjutant general, 
assistant adjutant general for army and assistant adjutant general for 
air shall may be appointed to and hold the grade of brigadier general 
for the time they occupy such positions. Officers and employees of the 
state military department called, ordered, or drafted into the service of 
the armed forces of the United States for any reason shall be granted 
leave of absence from their employements therein for the time they are 
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retained in such service and shall be reinstated in such similar employ- 
ments if they so desire, and if they apply in writing to the adjutant 
general for said reinstatement within twelve months after termination 
of the term of service on their original call order, draft or enlistment 
into the federal service. 


“The adjutant general and the assistant adjutants general for army 
and air must meet the federal recognition requirement as prescribed by 
federal regulations for appointment as general officers. The provisions 
of this sub-section shall not affect the status of anyone serving in the 
position of adjutant general or assistant adjutants general for army and 
air at the time of the effective date of this act.” 


Section 2. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are repealed. 


Section 3. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 


Section 4. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming 
a law.

AN ACT 


To amend Act No. 704, H. 475 of the Regular Session of 1951, com- 
monly known as the Motor Vehicle Safety-Responsibility Act, so as to 
increase the security required therein. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Section 5 of Act No. 704, H. 475 of the Regular Session 
of 1951 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 5. If 20 days after the receipt of a report of a motor vehicle 
accident within this State which has resulted in bodily injury or death, 
or damage to the property of any one person in excess of $50, the Director 
does not have on file evidence satisfactory to him that the person who 
would otherwise be required to file security under subsection (b) of 
this Section has been released from liability, or has been finally adjudi- 
cated not to be liable, or has executed a duly acknowledged written 
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agreement providing for the payment of an agreed amount in installments 
with respect to all claims for injuries or damages resulting from the 
accident, the Director shall determine the amount of security which shall 
be sufficient in his judgment to satisfy any judgment or judgments for 
damages resulting from such accident as may be recovered against each 
operator or owner. 


“(b) Suspension—The Director shall, within 60 days after the 
receipt of such report of a motor vehicle accident, suspend the license 
of each operator and all registrations of each owner of a motor vehicle 
in any manner involved in such accident, and if such operator is a non- 
resident the privilege of operating a motor vehicle within this State, 
and if such owner is a non-resident the privilege of the use within this 
State of any motor vehicle owned by him, unless such operator or owner 
or both shall deposit security in the sum so determined by the Director; 
provided notice of such suspension shall be sent by the Director to such 
operator and owner not less than 10 days prior to the effective date of 
such suspension and shall state the amount required as security. Where 
erroneous information is given the Director with respect to the matters 
set forth in subdivisions 1, 2 or 3 of subsection (c) of this Section, he 
shall take appropriate action as hereinbefore provided, within 60 days 
after receipt by him or correct information with respect to said matters. 


“(c) Exception—This Section shall not apply under the conditions 
stated in Section 6 nor: 


“1, to such operator or owner if such owner had in effect at the time 
of such accident an automobile liability policy with respect to the motor 
vehicle involved in such accident; 


“2. to such operator, if not the owner of such motor vehicle, if there 
was in effect at the time of such accident an automobile liability policy 
or bond with respect to his operation of motor vehicles not owned by him; 


“3. to such operator or owner if the liability of such operator or 
owner for damages resulting from such accident is, in the judgment of 
pe Lire covered by any other form of liability insurance policy or

“No such policy or bond shall be effective under this Section unless 
issued by an insurance company or surety company authorized to do 
business in this state except that if such motor vehicle was not reg- 
istered in this state, or was a motor vehicle which was registered else- 
where than in this state at the effective date of the policy or bond, or the 
most recent renewal thereof, such policy or bond shall not be effective

within the corporate limits or police jurisdiction of another municipality 
or within a county other than that in which a municipality establishing 
the same shall be situated; to provide that all authority heretofore and 
hereinafter granted to municipalities with respect to parks, playgrounds 
and recreational or athletic areas within the corporate limits of a 
municipality shall be applicable to and may be exercised by a munici- 
pality with respect to any park, playground or recreational or athletic 
area located wholly or in part outside its corporate limits; to provide 
that a municipality may join and cooperate with one or more municipali- 
ties in acquiring, financing, refinancing, providing, establishing, installing, 
using and managing parks, playgrounds, and recreational or athletic areas, 
making the same common to the use of such municipalities and in fixing 
and charging fees and making rules and regulations for the conduct, man- 
agement and use thereof; that all municipalities shall jointly have the 
same powers and authorities conferred by the act upon each; to authorize 
governing bodies of two or more municipalities to establish jointly an 
authority as a public corporation for the purposes of acquiring, financing, 
refinancing, providing, establishing, installing, using or managing parks, 
playgrounds, and recreational or athletic areas, making the same com- 
mon to the use of such municipalities or in fixing and charging fees and 
in making rules and regulations for the conduct, management and use 
thereof; to provide that neither the act nor anything therein contained 
shall be construed as a restriction or limitation upon any power which a 
municipality might otherwise have under any laws of the state and that 
the act shall be construed as cumulative of any power; to declare con- 
flicting laws inapplicable; to declare that the provisions of this act are 
severable; and to provide the effective date of this act. 
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S. 534. To grant to counties and municipalities acting separately or 
jointly the power to acquire and develop industrial or commercial parks, 
to sell or lease all or part of said parks to private enterprises or other 
public entities, and to finance such acquisition and development by the

Any state agency existing on the date of the passage of this act and 

not specifically listed in this act shall be terminated on October 1, 1978, 

Ss the provisions hereof shall apply to them as if they were enumerated 
erein. 


Any entity, which receives state funds of whatever nature, existing 
on the date of the passage of this act and not specifically listed in this act 
shall be subject to a performance audit by the joint committee at such 
times and in such manner as it deems appropriate. Any such agency 
shall hi required to furnish any information or records requested by the 
committee. 


Section 4. Legislative committee review of state agencies shall be- 
gin at least four months prior to the regular legislative session next 
preceding the date upon which the agencies are scheduled to terminate 
pursuant to Section 3, and shall conclude with a recommendation for 
continuation or termination on or before the first legislative day immedi- 
ately following said review. 


Section 5. Any agency specified in Section 3 which is terminated 
shall have a period of 180 days from the date of termination for the pur- 
pose of ceasing its affaairs, and termination shall not reduce or other- 
wise limit the powers, duties or functions of each | in this regard, Upon 
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sonnel “positions ‘shall be “abolished with all unexpended funds reverting 
back to the state fund from which that appropriation was made. 


Section 6. The life of any agency scheduled for termination under 
this act may be continued on a roll-call vote of the legislature, as pro- 
vided herein, after which time review and evaluation pursuant to the 
provisions of this act shall be repeated. Any newly created agency shall 
have a life, stated in its enabling legislation, not to exceed four years and 
shall be subject to the provisions of this act. 


Section 7. Pursuant to the language of Section 4, the legislative 
committees reviewing such agencies, shall hold public hearings and re- 
ceive testimony from the public and all interested parties. All agencies 
shall bear the burden of establishing that sufficient public need is 
present which justifies their continued existence. All agencies shall 
provide the reviewing and evaluating committee with the following 
information: 


(1) The identity of all agencies under the direct or advisory control 
of the agency under review; 


(2) All powers, duties and functions currently performed by the 
agency under review; 


(3) All constitutional, statutory, or other authority under which 
said powers, duties and functions of the agency are carried out; 


(4) Any powers, duties or functions which, in the opinion of the 
agency under review, are being performed and duplicated by another 
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agency within the state including the manner in which, and the extent to 
which, this duplication of efforts is occurring and any recommendations 
as to eliminating the duplication; 


(5) Any powers, duties or functions which, in the opinion of the 
agency under review, is inconsistent with current and projected public 
needs and which should be terminated or altered; and 


(6) Any other information which the reviewing committees, in 
their discretion, feel is necessary and proper in carrying out their review 
and evaluative duties. 


Section 8. In said public hearings, the determination as to whether 
a sufficient public need for continuance is present shall take into con- 
egeration the following factors concerning the agency under review and 
evaluation: 


(1) The extent to which any information required to be furnished 
to the reviewing committees pursuant to Section 7 has been omitted, mis- 
stated, or refused, and the extent to which conclusions reasonably drawn 
from said information is adverse to the legislative intent inherent in the 
powers, duties, and functions as established in the enabling legislation 
creating said agency, or is inconsistent with present or projected public 
demands or needs; 


(2) The extent to which statutory changes have been recom- 
mended which would benefit the public in general as opposed to bene- 
fitting the agency; 


(3) The extent to which operation has been efficient and responsive 
to public needs; 


(4) The extent to which it has been encouraged that persons regu- 
lated report to the agency concerning the impact of rules and decisions 
oe proved service, economy of service, or availability of service 

o the public; 


(5) The extent to which the public has been encouraged to partici- 
pate in rule-and-decision-making as opposed to participation solely by 
persons regulated; 


(6) The extent to which complaints have been expeditiously pro- 
cessed to completion in the public interest; and 


(7) The extent to which the division, agency or board has per- 
mitted qualified applicants to serve the public; 


(8) The extent to which affirmative action requirements of state 
and federal statutes and constitutions have been complied with by the 
agency or the industry it regulates; 


(9) Any other relevant criteria which the reviewing committees, in 
their discretion, deem necessary and proper in reviewing and evaluating 
the sufficient public need for continuance of the respective agency. 


Section 9. In conjunction with the criteria enumerated in Section 8, 
one criterion which shall be used in determining sufficient public need 
in such public hearings shall be a “zero-based review and evaluation.” 
A “zero-based review and evaluation” shall be a comprehensive review 
and evaluation to determine if the merits of the agency support continua- 
tion rather than termination and reach a finding as to what amounts of 
funding, if any, shall be authorized to produce correspondingly greated or 
lesser levels of responsibility and service output. Such a procedure 
shall necessitate the review and evaluation of all powers, duties and 
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functions which currently are exercised by the agency as well as any 
request for additions to said powers, duties or functions when reviewing 
the sufficient public need of the agency. Said “zero-based review and 
evaluation” shall include, but not be limited to, the following factors: 


(1) An identification of other agencies having the same or similar 
objective, along with a comparison of the cost and effectiveness of said 
agencies, and any duplication of the agency under review; 


(2) Any identification of any agency which has not received and 
expended state tax dollar revenues within a period of two years prior 
to said hearings; 


(3) An examination of the extent to which the objectives of the 
agency have been achieved in comparison with the objectives as initially 
set forth in the enabling legislation and an analysis of any significant 
variance between projected and actual performance; 


(4) A specification, to the extent feasible, in quantitative terms, of 
the objectives of said agency for the next four years; and 


(5) An examination of the impact of said agency on the economy 
of the state. 


Section 10. The Speaker of the House and the President of the 
Senate shall act to appoint a select seven member joint committee to be 
named no later than September 1, 1976. The Speaker of the House shall 
appoint, in addition to the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee, 
two members from the House. The President of the Senate shall appoint, 
in addition to the Chairman of the Finance and Taxation Committee, two 
members from the Senate. The seventh member of the select joint com- 
mittee shall be selected jointly by the Speaker of the House and the 
President of the Senate from among the members of the legislature. A 
gelact sevan-memher inint enmmittee shall be named no later than Sep- 
tember 1, 1976. In addition to the Chairman of the Senate Finance and 
Taxation Committee and the Chairman of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, two members of the House and two members of the Senate 
shall be elected in the same manner as the elected members of the Legis- 
lative Council by the respective Houses. The seventh member shall be a 
person selected by the Alabama Labor Council, the Alabama State 
Chamber of Commerce, and the Alabama Farm Bureau Federation. The 
Chairman of the House Ways and Means Committee shall serve as the 
Chairman of the select joint committee the first year and the second year 
the Chairman of the Senate Finance and Taxation Committee shall serve 
as Chairman of the select committee; each year thereafter the Chairman 
of the House Ways and Means Committee and the Chairman of the 
Senate Finance and Taxation Committee shall alternate as Chairman of 
the select joint committee created herein. 


Said select joint committee shall be charged with the duty of assist- 
ing in the implementation of the procedures of this act and shall be 
charged with the duty of establishing administrative procedures which 
saat! facilitate the review and the evaluation procedure as provided for in 
this act. 


The committee shall submit its report to the offices of the Speaker 
and the President for distribution to legislators and the Governor on, or 
before, the first legislative day of the ensuing regular legislative session. 
The committee shall submit a report of its recommendations to the legis- 
lature in such form that the legislature may vote to accept or reject the 
recommendation with respect to each agency. If the committee’s recom- 
mendation is that the agency be continued and the legislature votes to 
accept the recommendation, such agency shall be continued; if the com- 
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mittee’s recommendation is that the agency be terminated, and the legis- 
lature votes to accept the recommendation, such agency shall be termi- 
nated upon the date specified in Section 3 of this act. The committee 
shall file with its report data in support of its recommendations with 
respect to each agency. The committee shall use Sections 8 and 9 hereof 
as the guideline in preparing its report. 


The committee members shall be entitled to their usual legislative 
per diem and expenses for attending meetings of the committee which 
shall be paid from funds spproeristed for the payment of the expenses 
of the legislature. There shail be no limitation upon the number of days 
the committee or any sub-committee thereof meet; provided, how- 
ever, the members shall be entitled to payment only for the days they are 
actually engaged in committee business. 


Section 11. On the tenth legislative day of the regular session, one 
hour after the last House convenes, voting in the respective houses of the 
legislature on the joint committee’s recommendations shall commence 
and thereafter shall continue, from day to day until voting on all the 
recommendations with respect to each agency are completed, as the first 
order of business. Termination or continuance of any agency, unit or sub- 
unit shall be by simple majority roll-call vote of both House and Senate; 
provided, however, that debate on the termination or continuance of any 
agency, unit or subunit shall not continue beyond the period of two 
hours from the start of debate on each vote and a recorded vote must be 
taken at the expiration of said debate, if no vote is taken prior to the 
termination of debate then in that event the agency will terminate as 
provided herein. 


Debate as used in this section shall mean two hours total time allo- 
cated for discussion on each agency considered for continuance. At the 
end of this two-hour period of time allocated, which shall be continuous 
and uninterrupted, it shall be mandatory that the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House shall, in their respective houses call for a 
recorded vote on whether to continue the agency in question. 


Section 12. The Examiners of Public Accounts and Legislative 
Fiscal Office of the state shall furnish, upon requent of the reviewing 
and evaluating committees, any relevant information including the re- 
sults of prior audits and reviews of any agency under review. 


Section 13. The Governor is urged to utilize the principles of “zero- 
based review and evaluation” for each state agency in his preparation of 
the budget for each fiscal year and to include such analysis, together 
Asie ou recommendations, in his transmission of the budget to the 
egislature. 


Section 14. No more than one agency shall be continued or re- 
established in any one bill for an act resolution, and such agency shall 
be mentioned in the bill’s resolution’s title, as provided by law. The 
Governor shall have the power to veto any such resolution, the same as 
if it were a bill. 


Section 15. This act shall not cause the dismissal of any claim or 
right of citizen against any state agency terminated pursuant to the 
provisions of this act which is subject to administrative hearing or litiga- 
tion. 


Section 16. Nothing in this act shall be construed to abrogate any 
powers, duties or functions of any agency established by the people of 
Alabama in the Constitution of 1901. If any provision of this act or the 
application thereof to any person or circumstance is held invalid, it 
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shall be the intent of the legislature that the invalidity shall not affect 
other provisions or applications of the act which can be given effect 
without the invalid provision or application. To this end the provisions 
of this act are declared severable. 


Section 17. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 18. This act shall become effective immediately upon its 
per seee: and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

To establish a comprehensive system for budgeting and financial 
management. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


SECTION 1. Short Title. This act may be cited as The Budget 
Management Act. 


SECTION 2. Purpose. It is the purpose of this act to establish a 
comprehensive system for budgeting and financial management which 
furthers the capacity of the governor and the legislature to plan and 
finance the services which they determine the state will provide for its 
citizens. The system shall include procedures for: 


(a) the orderly establishment, continuing review, and periodic 
revision of the program and financial goals and policies of the state; 


(b) the development, coordination, and review of long range pro- 
ae and financial plans that will implement established state goals and 
policies; 
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(c) the preparation, coordination, analysis, and enactment of a 
budget, organized to focus on state services and their costs, that authorizes 
the implementation of policies and plans in the succeeding budget period; 


(d) the evaluation of alternatives to existing policies, plans, and 
procedures that offer potential for more efficient or effective state 
services; and 


(e) the regular appraisal and reporting of program performance. 


(f) For the Purposes of this Act the term agency/department shall 
include state agencies, departments, boards, bureaus, the legislature and 
institutions of the State. 


SECTION 3. Responsibilities of the Governor. The governor is re- 
sponsible for the preparation and administration of the state budget and 
the evaluation of the long range program plans, requested budgets, and 
alternatives to state agency/department policies and programs, and 
formulation and recommendation for consideration by the legislature, a 
proposed comprehensive program and financial plan which shall cover all 
estimated receipts and expenditures of the state government, including 
all grants, loans, and moneys received from the Federal government. 
Proposed expenditures shall not exceed estimated revenues and re- 
sources. 


‘ pee eoN 4. Responsibilities of the Legislature. The legislature 
shall: 


(a) consider the program and financial plan recommended by the 
governor, including proposed goals and policies, tax rate and other 
revenue changes, and long range program plans; 


(b) adopt programs and alternatives it deems appropriate to the 
plan recommended by the governor; 


(c) adopt legislation to authorize the implementation of a compre- 
hensive program and financial plan; and 


(d) provide for a post-audit of financial transactions, program 
accomplishments, and execution of legislative policy direction. 


SECTION 5. Responsibilities of the Department of Finance. The 
Department of Finance shall: 


(a) assist the governor in the preparation and explanation of the 
proposed comprehensive program and financial plan, including the co- 
ordination and analysis of state agency/department program goals and 
objectives, program plans, and program budget requests; 


(b)_ develop procedures to produce the information needed for ef- 
fective decision making: 


(c) assist agencies/departments in preparing their statement of 
goals and objectives, program plans, program budget requests, and re- 
porting of program performance; 


(d) administer its responsibilities under the program execution 
provisions of this act so that the policy decisions and budget determina- 
tion of the governor and the legislature are implemented to the fullest 
extent possible within the concepts of proper management; and

(f) The Department of Finance shall assist agencies/departments 
in the preparation of their proposals under Section 6 (a).

(a) Each state agency/department, on the date and in the form and 
content prescribed by the Department of Finance, shall prepare and 
oe to the Budget Officer the following program and financial in- 

‘ormation: 


(1) the goals and objectives of the agency/department programs, 
together with proposed supplements, deletions, and revisions to such 
programs; 


(2) its proposed plans to implement the goals and objectives in- 
cluding estimates of future service needs, planned methods of administra- 
tion, proposed modification of existing program services and establish- 
ment of new program services, and the estimated resources needed to 
carry out the proposed plan; 


(3) the budget requested to carry out its proposed plans in the 
succeeding fiscal year. The budget requested information shall include 
the expenditures during the last fiscal year, those estimated for the 
current fiscal year, those proposed for the succeeding fiscal year, and any 
other information requested by the Department of Finance: 


(4) a report of the revenues during the last fiscal year, an estimate 
of the revenues during the current fiscal year, and an estimate for the 
succeeding fiscal year. 


(5) a statement of legislation required to implement the proposed 
programs and financial plans; and 


(6) an evaluation of the advantages and disadvantages of specific 
aiermeyss to existing or proposed program policies or administrative 
methods. 


(b) The state agency/department proposals prepared under sub- 
section (a) shall describe the relationships of their program services to 
those of other state agencies/departments, other branches of state gov- 
ernment. 


(c) If any state agency/department fails to transmit the program 
and financial information provided under subsection (a) on the specified 
date, the Department of Finance may prepare such information. 


(ad) The Department of Finance shall compile and submit to the 
governor-elect or any year when a new governor has been elected, not 
later than November 20, a summary of the program and financial infor- 
mation prepared by state agencies departments. 


SECTION 7. Governor’s Recommendation. 


(a) The governor shall formulate the program and financial plan 
to be recommended to the legislature after considering each state agency’s 
proposed program and financial plan. The governor’s plan shall include 
his recommended goals and policies, recommended plans to implement 
the goals and policies, recommended budget for the succeeding fiscal 
year, and recommended revenue measures to balance the budget. 
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(b) ‘The proposed comprehensive program and financial plan will 
be presented by the governor in a message to a joint session of the legis- 
lature on or before the 5th legislative day of each regular session of the 
legislature. The message shall be accompanied by an explanatory report 
which summarizes recommended goals, plans and appropriations, The 
explanatory report shall be furnished each member of the legislature and 
each state agency/department on or before the 5th legislative day of the 
eu session of legislature. The report shall contain the following in- 

ormation: 


(1) the coordinate program goals and objectives that the governor 
recommends to guide the decisions on the proposed program plans and 
budget appropriations; 


(2) the program and budget recommendations of the governor for 
the succeeding fiscal year; 


(3) a summary of state revenues in the last fiscal year, a revised 
repeat ahod for the current fiscal year, and an estimate for the succeeding 
iscal year; 


(4) a summary of expenditures during the last fiscal year, those 
estimated for the current fiscal year, and those recommended by the 
governor for the succeeding fiscal year; and 


(5) any additional information which will facilitate understanding 
of the governor’s proposed program and financial plan by the legislature 
and the public. 


SECTION 8. Legislative Review. The legislature shall consider the 
governor’s proposed comprehensive program and financial plan, evaluate 
alternatives to the governor’s recommendations, and determine the com- 
prehensive program and financial plan to support the services to be 
provided the citizens of the state, provided, however, that in such de- 
termination authorized expenditures shall not exceed estimated revenues 
and resources. 


SECTION 9. Program Execution. 


(a) Except as limited by policy decisions of the governor, ap- 
propriations by the legislature, and other provisions of law, the several 
state agencies/departments shall have full authority for administering 
their program assignments and appropriations, and shall be responsible 
for their proper management. 


(b) Each state agency/department shall prepare an annual plan for 
the operation of each of its assigned programs. The operations plan shall 
be prepared in the form and content and be transmitted on the date 
prescribed to the Department of Finance. 


(c) The Department of Finance shall: 


(1) review each operations plan to determine that it is consistent 
with the policy decisions of the governor and appropriations by the legis- 
lature, that it reflects proper planning and efficient management methods, 
that appropriations have been made for the planned purpose and will not 
be exhausted before the end of the fiscal year; 


(2) approve the operations plan if satisfied that it meets the re- 
quirements under paragraph (1). Otherwise the Department of Finance 
shall require revision of the operations plan in whole or in part; and 


(3) modify or withhold the planned expenditures at any time during 
the appropriation period if the Department of Finance finds that such 
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expenditures are greater than those necessary to execute the programs 
at the level authorized by the governor and the legislature, or that the 
revenues and resources will be insufficient to meet the authorized ex- 
penditure levels. ; 


(d) No state agency/department may increase salaries of its em- 
ployees, employ additional employees, or expend money, or incur any 
obligations except in accordance with law and with a properly approved 
operations plan by the Director of Finance. 


(e) Appropriation transfers or changes as between objects of ex~ 
penditures within a program may be made only by the Director of Fi- 
nance. Appropriation transfers or changes between programs within an 
agency/department may be made only by the governor and shall be re- 
ported to the legislature quarterly. If transfers shall be made between 
agencies/departments except pursuant to interagency agreements exe- 
cuted for purposes of accomplishing objectives for which the funds in- 
volved were appropriated. 


(f) The Department of Finance shall report quarterly to the gov- 
ernor and the legislature on the operations of each state agency/depart- 
ment, relating actual accomplishments to those planned, and modifying, 
if necessary, the operations plan of any agency/department for the bal- 
ance of the fiscal year. 


SECTION 10. Performance Reporting. 


(a) Each state agency/department, shall submit a performance re- 
port to the Department of Finance on or before November 1 for the 
preceding fiscal year. These reports shall be in the form prescribed by 
the Budget Officer, and shall include statements concerning: 


(1) the work accomplished, and the services provided, in the pre- 
ceding fiscal year or other meaningful work period, relating actual ac- 
complishments to those planned under Section 9 (b); 


_(2) the relationship of accomplishments and services to the policy 
decisions and budget determinations of the governor and the legislature; 


(3) the costs of accomplishing the work, and providing the services, 
and, to the extent feasible, citing meaningful measures of program ef- 
fectiveness and cost; and 


(4)_ the administrative improvements made in the preceding year, 
potential improvements in future years, and suggested changes in legis- 
lation or administrative procedures to make further improvements. 


(b) The Finance Department shall summarize the performance 
reports and forward copies to each member of the legislature annually. 


SECTION 11. The provisions of this Act are severable. If any part 
of the Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall 
not effect the part which remains. 


SECTION 12. All laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act 
are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 13. This Act shall become effective immediately upon its 
a and approval by the governor, or upon its otherwise becoming a 
aw.

The 
committee shall study all facets of the medicare and medicaid program 
with particular emphasis on the increasing cost to the state of such 
programs. The committee shall have subpoena powers and the power to 
punish for contempt. 


Upon the request of the chairman, the Secretary of the Senate and 
the Clerk of the House shall provide such clerical assistance as may be 
necessary for the committee’s work. The committee shall report its find- 
ings, conclusions and recommendations to the legislature not later than 
the fifth legislative day of the 1977 Regular Session, whereupon the com- 
mittee shall be dissolved.

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titled to his regular legislative compensation, his per diem and travel

Your Standing Committee on Rules begs leave to report that it has 
examined the following House Bills, to-wit: 


H. 541. Relating to fire districts in any county having a population 
of 600,000 or more according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal 
decennial census; providing for payment of debts upon the annexation 
of an entire fire district or a portion of a fire district by a municipal 
corporation in any such county. 


Also: 


H. 954. Relating to counties having populations of not less than 
300,000 nor more than 500,000; according to the last or any subsequent 
federal decennial census the bailiffs of any Inferior State or County 
Court now having two or more judges shall be compensated on a salary 
basis and to regulate the payment thereof. 


Also: 


H. 1042. Relating to all counties having a population of not less 
than 34,000 nor more than 34,800 according to the 1970 or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to provide further for the fees of the coroner. 


Also: 


H. 1063. To provide for supplementing the salary or compensation 
paid to District Judges in Judicial Districts composed of one County, 
having not less than 38,100 population and not more than 40,500 popu- 
lation according to the 1970 or any subsequent Federal Decennial Census. 


Also: 


H. 1164, Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
65,000 nor more than 68,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any 
subsequent federal decennial census; providing for the appointment of 
a deputy chief clerk in the office of the judge of probate in suth 
counties; defining such clerk’s duties and authority; requiring the filing 
of a bond; and prescribing that such appointment be made from persons 
presently employed in the probate office so as to require no additional 
expense to the county.

H. 1175. To increase the fee for a license to carry a pistol in all 
counties having a population of not less than 26,725 nor more than 27,250 
inhabitants according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal decennial 
census. 


Also: 


H. 1165. Relating to all counties having a population of not less 
than 10,660 nor more than 10,900 inhabitants according to the 1970 or 
any subsequent Federal decennial census; providing for condemnation 
of any motor vehicle, gun, rifle, or other hunting equipment used in 
night hunting of deer in the county and providing for the disposition 
of the proceeds of the sale thereof. 


Also: 
H. 152. To further regulate the clerk hire allowance of the circuit 
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clerk in all counties having populations of not less than 24,900 nor more 
than 25,150 according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal decennial 
census. 


Also: 


H. 618. Relating to all counties having a population of not less than 
95,000 nor more than 115,000 according to the 1970 or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to direct the county commission of all such 
counties to set up a county-wide water authority; to give the water 
authority certain powers; to direct such authority to assist in the de- 
velopment of certain community water systems; and to provide for the 
cooperation of such water authority with certain boards and offices. 


Also: 


H. 1167. Relating to all counties in this state having a population 
of not less than 10,660 nor more than 10,900 inhabitants according to the 
1970 or any subsequent federal decennial census; to authorize the county 
commission to pay certain school, seminar and convention expenses 
incurred by the sheriff and deputies and certain investigation expenses 
incurred by the district attorney or sheriff and to prescribe procedure 
for making such payments. 


Also: 


H. 1162. Relating to the method of giving notice of the require- 
ment of attendance of jury service and the procedure for summoning 
witnesses in all counties having a population of not less than 10,660 
nor more than 10,900 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any subsequent 
federal decennial census; to provide that witnesses may be subpoenaed 
by United States mail in such counties under certain conditions and to 
prescribe a mileage allowance for officers serving subpoenas to witnesses 
otherwise than by mail. 


Also: 


H. 1159. Relating to counties having a population of not less than 
90,000 nor more than 100,000 according to the 1970 or any subsequent 
decennial census; to provide that the governing bodies of such counties 
shall be given the authority to provide per diem allowance for full time 
law enforcement officers of county sheriff's departments while on duty 
and to authorize expenditure of funds for that purpose. 


Also: 


H. 170. To exempt the county law enforcement association from 
paying certain license fees for certain alcoholic malt beverages in all 
counties having a population of not less than 300,000 nor more than 
600,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 or any subsequent federal 
decennial census. 


Also: 


H. 1176. Relating to all counties having a population of not less 
than 35,000 nor more than 38,000 inhabitants according to the 1970 
or any subsequent federal decennial ccnsus; authorizing the probate 
judge in such counties to appoint deputy registrars in such counties for 
the purpose of registering voters therein; providing that the probate 
judge and county governing body shall fix the days, not to exceed 
thirty (30) per annum, the times and locations for the registration and 
the probate judge shall give advertised public notice thereof; providing 
that the cost for advertising shall be paid out of the county funds; and 
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providing that such mileage allowance as now provided by law for 
registrars in such counties. 


Also: 


H. 1091. To amend Sections 1, 4 and 7 of Act No. 29 enacted at 
the 1970 Special Session of the Legislature of Alabama so as to provide 
that any district heretofore organized thereunder and having corporate 
power to own and operate a sewer system shall be authorized also to 
own and operate, in the service area in which it is authorized to render 
sewer service, a solid waste collection and disposal system without any 
amendment of its charter and without changing its name; so as to 
provide that the term “sewer system” as used in said Act No. 29 shall 
include a solid waste disposal system and so as, in effect, to authorize 
districts hereafter organized thereunder that have sewer powers also 
to own and operate solid waste disposal systems and to furnish solid 
waste collection and disposal services; and so as to permit any district 
organized thereunder that is empowered to provide fire protection 
service to provide such service directly or to contract with another to 
provide such service and to enter into all necessary contracts incidental 
thereto.

To amend further Section 3 of Act No. 1945, H. 584, Regular 
Session 1971 (Acts 1971, p. 3143) which provides for and regulates the 
employment of county engineers so as to provide that the county engi- 
neer in certain counties need not be qualified as a land surveyor in 
order for the State Highway Department to participate in the payment 
of a portion of the county engineer’s salary.

H. 1107. To change the method of compensating the probate judge 
of Geneva County, placing such officer on a salary basis, providing for

cedure by which beer, malt or brewed beverages are now sold; levying

houses, and other port and related facilities, and specifically to apply 
to the United States Foreign Trade Zones Board for permission to es- 
tablish, operate and maintain a foreign trade zone and, if such permission 
is granted, then to establish, operate and maintain such a foreign trade 
zone; to confer on such authority the power of eminent domain; to 
provide for the issuance by any such authority for any of its corporate 
purposes of interest-bearing revenue bonds and other interest-bearing 
revenue securities, payable solely out of the revenues of any facilities 
or other property of such authority. without regard to the facilities or 
property with respect to which such securities may have been issued; 
to provide that such securities shall constitute negotiable instruments; 
to regulate and provide further for the issuance of, security for (in- 
cluding the pledge of certain revenues and properties to the payment 
thereof), and use of the proceeds of such securities; to provide for re- 
funding of such securities; to provide that such securities issued and 
contracts entered into by any such authority pursuant to this Act shall 
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not constitute or create a debt of the state or of said county, or of any 
municipality or political subdivision of the county; to provide that any 
county, municipality, other political subdivision, public corporation, 
agency or instrumentality of this state may aid and cooperate with, lend 
or donate money to, perform services for the benefit of, and, without 
the necessity of an election and with or without consideration, transfer 
any port facilities or other property to any such authority; to exempt 
the property and income of any such authority, all securities issued by 
such authority and the income from such securities from all taxation 
in the state, including license and excise taxes, levied by the state, any 
county, municipality, or political subdivision of the state; to exempt all 
conveyances, leases, mortgages and deeds of trust to which such au- 
thority is a party from all taxation by the state; to exempt such au- 
thority from payment of certain charges to the judge of probate; to 
exempt any authority organized hereunder from certain tort liability; 
and to provide that certain employees of such authority shall be subject 
to and covered by any merit or civil service system applicable to the 
. employees of said county or the municipality by which the incorporation 
of the authority was authorized if there is such a system applicable to 
the employees of the authorizing government; and to provide for the 
dissolution of any such authority and the disposition of its property.

The commission created herein shall consist of eight 
fourteen members who shall be appointed by the Governor historical 
commission or organization or similar historical body in each county who 
shall be bona fide residents and qualified voters of this state, of whom 
at least two shall be residents of Barbour County, one two shall be a 
resident residents of Russell County, one two shall be a resident resi- 
dents of Henry County, and four shall be members at large from the 
above or any other counties in this state. Said members at large shall be 
selected from a list of eight persons submitted by the Eufaula Heritage 
Association. two shall be residents of Chambers County, two shall be 
residents of Lee County, two shall be residents of Houston County, and 
two shall be residents of Dale County. If there are two historical organi- 
zations in any of said counties, then one commission member shall be 
selected from each organization; if there are more than two organizations 
in any such county, then the organizations shall meet and decide on the 
designation of members which will represent their respective county. In 
addition, the Governor shall appoint four non-voting advisory members 
who shall be residents of Georgia counties which border Alabama and 
touch the Chattahoochee River Commission at its discretion may appoint 
as many advisory members as it deems necessary from any Georgia or 
Alabama county which is located in the Chattahoochee Valley area. 
Voting members from Georgia counties can be placed on the committee 
by the commission as herein provided. Any Georgia county must con- 
tribute an amount equal to one-eleventh (1/11) of that amount which 
was appropriated from the State of Alabama treasury for the preceding 
Alabama fiscal year to be eligible for consideration by the commission 
for a voting membership. The commission may consider contributions 
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from the State of Georgia or any political subdivision thereof, individuals, 
organizations, associations or any other source in determining the said 
one-eleventh contribution. “The terms of the members and advisory 
members of the first Commission shall be designated by the Governor 
as four years for one half of the members and advisory members and 
eight years for the remaining members and advisory members. After 
the expiration of the terms of the initial members, all members and ad- 
visory members shall be appointed for terms of eight years each. Mem- 
bers of the commission shall serve for terms of office as follows: of the 
fourteen Alabama voting members, one from each of said counties shall 
serve for two years and the remaining member of each such county shall 
serve for four years. The member appointed by the older organization of 
each county shall serve for the four-year term for the initial term es- 
tablished by this amendatory act. Upon the expiration of the original 
terms of office of Alabama members, all successor Alabama voting mem- 
bers shall be appointed for four-year terms of office, with seven vacancies 
in the Alabama voting membership occurring every two years. All 
Georgia voting members shall serve for terms of four years, commencing 
upon their various appointments by the commission. 


“All members and advisory members shall serve until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualified, but any Alabama member may be 
removed by the Governor Attorney General for sufficient cause, and 
any Georgia member may be removed by the commission. Vacancies shall 
be filled by the members of the commission. The first chairman of the 
reorganized commission shall be elected by the board of directors of the 
commission from among its voting membership. Annually thereafter, 
each succeeding chairman shall be selected by the members of the com- 
mission. Members of the commission shall serve without compensation 
but shall be entitled to reimbursement for actual expenses incurred in 
the performance of the duties of the commission, 


“No Georgia county shall have more than one voting member per 
county.” 


“Section 3. The headquarters of the commission shall be at Eufaula, 
Alabama selected by the Commission and shall be centrally located in an 
Alabama region of the Chattahoochee Valley area. Such headquarters 
shall be consistent with the legitimate need of the commission. The com- 
mission shall hold an annual meeting at Eufaula, Alabama, the commis- 
sion headquarters and one-half of the then members of the commission 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. Additional 
meetings may be held at such times and places within the State of 
Alabama as may be considered necessary, desirable or convenient, upon 
call of the chairman, or, in the case of his absence or incapacity, of the 
vice chairman, or, on call of any three members of the commission, How- 
ever, by 4/5 vote of the commission, such meetings may be held outside 
of the State of Alabama.

REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON RULES ON ENROLLED AND ENGROSSED BILLS

Section 1. The following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama, as amended, is proposed and shall become valid as a part thereof 
when approved and proclaimed as prescribed by law. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


(a) Subject to the provisions hereof the governing body of Madi- 
son County is hereby vested with legislative powers to be exercised 
under the provisions of a county home rule charter to be framed as 
hereinafter provided. Legislative powers as provided for herein include 
all powers and functions not expressly denied by this constitution, gen- 
eral law or the Charter of Madison County. 


(b) The home rule charter shall be framed by a home rule charter 
commission appointed by the county governing body. The commission 
shall be composed of seven members, three of whom must reside outside 
the municipal limits of any municipality in Madison County. The pro- 
posed charter, framed as herein provided, shall be completed and sub- 
mitted to the County governing body by the Charter Commission within 
eighteen months of the effective date of this amendment. 


(c) The home rule charter shall include but shall not be limited 
to the following:

(2) Authorities and duties of elected officials within the county, 
except as otherwise provided by law; 


(3) All general legislative and executive powers of government, 
except as otherwise provided by law; 


(4) Form of county government, except that nothing herein shall 
authorize the merger or consolidation of local governments; 


(5) Budget administration and control; 

(6) Election and recall of county government officials; 
(7) Enactment procedures of county ordinances; 

(8) Debt limitation; 


(9) Provisions, otherwise consistent with this amendment, for 
citizen referenda to withdraw or modify home rule powers and change 
the form of county government. 


(d) Within ten days of the submission to it the proposed charter 
as herein provided, the county governing bocy shall cause the same to 
be published in a newspaper of general circulation within the county 
once a week for three consecutive weeks. 
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(e) A referendum shall be held and conducted in the manner pro- 
vided by law for the holding of other elections, except that it shall be 
subject to the following conditions: 


(1) Prior to said referendum the county governing body shall 
give notice thereof by publishing the same once a week for three suc- 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation within the county. 
Such notice shall include the full text of the proposed charter. The first 
publication shall be at least ninety days prior to the referendum at which 
said charter is to be voted upon. The county governing body shall pay 
the cost of the aforesaid publication and of the holding of said referen- 
dum out of the general fund of the county. 


(2) All qualified electors in Madison County shall be eligible to 
vote in said referendum. 


(3) At the referendum held for the purpose of ratifying the afore- 
said charter, the question to be placed upon the ballot shall be in the 
following form: “Do you favor legislative powers for Madison County as 
provided for in amendment ~..-..................... to the Alabama Con- 
stitution? Yes ( ). No (_ ).” If a majority of the total electors voting 
in said referendum shall answer said question in the affirmative said 
charter shall be ratified and shall take effect as hereinafter provided. 
If less than a majority of the total electors voting in said referendum 
shall answer said question in the affirmative said charter shall not take 
effect, and this amendment shall have no further force and effect. 


(4) The Charter Commission established pursuant to section (b) 
hereof shall have the authority to promulgate additional rules not in- 
consistent with this amendment for the holding of said referendum. 


(f) The Charter Commission shall hold its meetings in the Madison 
County Courthouse, and such meetings shall be open to the public at all 
times. The Charter Commission shall elect its own chairman and 
promulgate by-laws for the conduct of its business. Its members shall 
serve without compensation, but the actual and reasonable expenses of 
the Charter Commission shall be paid by the county governing body. 


(g) No member of the Charter Commission shall hold any elective 
or appointive state, county or municipal office or be an employee of the 
county during his tenure on the Charter Commission. No person shall be 
eligible for membership on the Charter Commission who is the spouse, 
child, parent, brother or sister cf any member of the county governing 
body. No member of the Charter Commission shall perform professional 
services for a fee or do any form of business with the county governing 
body, except on a competitive bid basis, during his tenure on the Charter 
Commission, and if he should do so he will thereupon become dis- 
qualified from further service on the Charter Commission. In the event 
of the death or resignation of any member of the Charter Commission, 
or should any member become disqualified to serve thereon, his successor 
shall be appointed by the county governing body. 


(h) Upon said charter taking effect the Alabama Legislature shall 
cease to have any further powers to enact local laws or laws based on 
population pertaining exclusively to Madison County. All local laws and 
laws based on population pertaining exclusively to Madison County 
passed prior to said charter taking effect shall become invalid six months 
from the date that said charter becomes effective unless re-enacted by 
the Madison County governing body. Upon said charter taking effect all 
powers previously granted to the legislature to enact local laws pertain- 
ing exclusively to Madison County shall be t-ansferred to and vested in 
the governing body of said county. 
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(i) Said charter, if ratified, may be amended by resolution of the 
county governing body, provided such amendment is ratified by the 
electorate of the county at any regular or special election called for that 
purpose. Such amendment elections shall be subject to all the provisions 
of Section (e) (3) hereof. 


(1) In the event of a conflict between an ordinance enacted by the 
Madison County governing body and any municipality within the county, 
the municipal ordinance shall prevail within the municipality. 


Section 2. An election upon the proposed amendment is ordered 
to be held in the general election of 1976. The election shall be held in 
accordance with the provisions of Sections 284 and 285 of the Constitution 
of Alabama, as amended, and Chapter 1, Article 18, Title 17 of the Code 
of Alabama 1940. 


Section 3. Notice of the election and of the proposed amendement 
shall be given by proclamation of the Governor, which proclamation 
shall be published once a week for four successive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the election in a newspaper in each County of the 
State. In every County in which no newspaper is published, a copy of the 
notice shall be posted at each courthouse and post office. 


Section 4. This amendment shall be of no force and effect unless a 
majority of the qualified electors of Madison County participating in the 
election on the ratification of this amendment shall vote for the ratifi- 
cation of this amendment.

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a reconstituted coastal area board with responsibility and 
authority for developing, coordinating and maintaining a coastal area 
program for the area in direct proximity to the coasts of Alabama to 
insure the enhancement of tourism and orderly economic development 
along coasts; and to provide for the promulgation of regulations and 
provisions for the enforcement of this act, and 


To repeal Act No. 1274, S. 311, 1973 Regular Session (Acts of 1973, 
p. 2164), entitled, “An Act To provide for the preservation, enhancement 
and development of the coastal areas of Alabama; to establish a board 
with responsibility and authority for developing, coordinating and main- 
taining a coastal area program; and to provide for the promulgation of 
regulations and provisions for the enforcement of this act.” 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. Purpose. The purpose of this Act is to promote, improve 
and safeguard the lands and waters located in the coastal areas of this 
state through a comprehensive and cooperative program designed to 
preserve, enhance and devolop such valuable resources for the present 
and future well-being and general welfare of the citizens of this state. 
In promulgating such a program, the Legislature of Alabama recognizes 
and declares that: 


a. The coastal area is rich in a variety of natural, commercial, 
recreation, industrial, and aesthetic resources of immediate and potential 
value to the present and future well-being of the state. 


b. There are increasing and competing demands upon the lands 
and waters of the coastal area occasioned by population growth and 
economic development, including requirements for industry, commerce, 
residential development, recreation, extraction of mineral resources and 
fossil fuels, transportation and navigation, waste disposal, and harvesting 
of fish, shellfish, and other living marine resources. 


c. The coastal area, and the fish, shellfish, other living marine 
resources, and wildlife therein, are ecologically fragile and consequently 
vulnerable to destruction by man’s alterations. 


d. Important ecological, cultural, historic and aesthetic values to the 
coastal area are essential to the well-being of all citizens. 


e. Special natural and scenic characteristics may be damaged by 
ill-planned development. 


f. There is a state interest in the effective administration, beneficial 
use, protection, and development of the coastal area. 


g. In light of competing demands and the urgent need to balance 
development for the preservation of the natural systems in the coastal 
area, the key to more effective protection and use of land and water 
resources of the coastal area is to encourage the state to exercise its 
authority for improved and better methods of utilizing the lands and 
waters in the costal area by developing, in cooperation with counties and 
municipalities and other vitally affected interests, land and water use 
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programs for the coastal area, including unified policies, criteria, stand- 
ards, methods, and processes for dealing with land and water use. 


; Section 2. State Policy. The Legislature finds and declares that it 
is State policy: 


a. To preserve, protect, develop, and where possible, to restore or 
enhance, the resources of the state’s coastal area for this and succeeding 
generations; 


b. To encourage and assist counties and municipalities wherever 
applicable to exercise effectively their responsibilities in the coastal area 
through the development and implementation of administration programs 
to achieve wise use of the land and water resources of the coastal area 
giving full consideration to needs for economic development, as well as 
to ecological, cultural, historic, and aesthetic values. 


c. To assure that in development of the state’s coastal area adequate 
consideration is given to such uses of the coastal area as the establish- 
ment of harbor facilities for the receiving of oil, gas and other commodi- 
ties from ships and tankers; pipelines from such ports; and utility plant 
be utility generation, transmission, distribution, and transportation 

acilities; 


d. To urge that all state agencies engaged in programs affecting the 
coastal area cooperate and participate with local governments and 
regional agencies in effectuating the purposes of this Act; and 


e. To encourage the participating of the public, of federal, state, and 
local governments and of regional agencies in the development of coastal 
area management programs. With respect to implementaton of such man- 
agement programs, it is the state policy to encourage cooperation among 
the various state and regional agencies including establishment of inter- 
state and regional agreements, cooperative procedures and joint action 
particularly regarding environmental problems. 


Section 3. Definitions. The following terms, whenever used in this 
Act, shall have the following respective meanings unless the context 
thereof clearly indicates otherwise: 


a. “Coastal area” means the coastal waters (including the lands 
therein and thereunder) and the adjacent shorelands (including the 
waters therein and thereunder) strongly influenced by each and in 
proximity to the shorelines of Alabama, and includes transitional and 
intertidal areas, salt marshes, wetlands, and beaches. The area extends 
seaward to the outer limit of the United States territorial sea and ex- 
tends inland from the shorelines only to the extent necessary to control 
shorelands, the uses of which have a direct and significant impact on 
the coastal waters. 


b. “Coastal waters” means those waters, adjacent to the shoreline, 
which contain a measurable quantity or percentage of sea water, includ- 
ing but not limited to, sounds, bays, lagoons, bayous, ponds and estuaries. 


c. “Estuary” means that part of a river or stream or other body of 
water having unimpaired connection with the open sea, where the sea 
water is measurably diluted with fresh water derived from land drainage. 


d. “Estuarine sanctuary” means a research area which may include 
any part or all of an estuary, adjoining transitional areas. and adjacent 
uplands, constituting to the extent feasible, a natural unit, set aside to 
provide scientists and students the opportunity to examine over a period 
of time the ecological relationships within the area. 
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e. “Management Program” includes, but is not limited to, a com- 
prehensive statement in words, maps, illustrations, or other media of 
communication, prepared and adopted by the state in accordance with 
the provisions of this Act, setting forth objectives, policies and standards 
to guide public and private users of lands and waters in the coastal area. 


f. ‘Water use” means activities which are conducted in or on the 
water, but does not mean or include the establishment of any water 
quality standards or criteria or the regulation of the discharge or runoff 
of water pollutants except the standards, criteria, or regulations which 
Ve incorporated in any program as required by "the provisions of this 

ct. 


g. “Board” means the Board established under this Act. 


Section 4. Permissible Uses. The legislature of Alabama finds that 
the following activities shall constitute permissible uses within the 
Coastal Area upon the approval of this Act by the Governor. The Board 
shall determine by rule and regulation from time to time additional 
permissible uses within the Coastal Area. 


a. The accomplishment of emergency decrees of any duly appointed 
health officer of a county or municipality or of the state, acting to pro- 
tect the public health and safety; 


b. ‘The conservation, repletion and research activities of the Marine 
Environmental Sciences ‘Consortium, the Marine Resources Division of 
the Department of Conservation and Natural Resources and the Missis- 
sippi-Alabama Sea Grant Consortium; 


c. The exercise of riparian rights by the owner of the riparian 
rights, provided that the construction and maintenance of piers, boat- 
houses and similar structures are constructed on pilings, that permit a 
reasonably unobstructed ebb and flow of the tide; 


d. The normal maintenance and repair of bulkheads, piers, roads 
and highways existing on the date of final approval of the rules and 
regulations pursuant to this Act; 


e. The use of any structure or land devoted to dwelling uses for any 
purpose customarily incidental to enjoyment of the dwelling; 


f. Normal maintenance and repair activities of railroads and of 
utilities or other persons engaged in transportation or in telephone com- 
munication service or in the distribution or transmission of gas, electricity 
or water or the collection of sewage, including inspecting, maintaining, 
repairing, or renewing on private or public rights of way any sewers, 
mains, conduits, pipes, cables, utility tunnels, power lines, towers, poles, 
tracks, bridges, trestles and "drainage facilities or the like, or making 
service connections thereto, or inspecting, maintaining, repairing, or re- 
newing any substation, pumping or lifting facility; 


g. Activities of any moscuito control commission which is a political 
subdivision or agency of the State of Alabama; 


h. The use of any land for the purpose of planting, growing, or har- 
vesting plants, crops, trees, or other agricultural or forestry products, in- 
cluding normal private road construction, raising livestock or poultry, or 
for other agricultural purposes; 


i. Completion of any development, not otherwise in violation of 
law, for which a valid building or zoning permit was issued prior to final 
approval of the rules and regulations pursuant to this Act and which 
development was initiated prior to such approval. 
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Section 5. Composition, Appointments, Meetings and Functions of 
Board. There is hereby created the Alabama Coastal Area Board as set 
forth as follows: 


a. Members of the Board shall consist of: Director, Office of State 
Planning, Alabama Development Office; Director, Marine Resources Divi- 
sion, Department of Conservation and Natural Resources; member, Mo- 
bile City Commission; member, Mobile County Commission; member, 
Baldwin County Commission; the State Geologist; Director Marine En- 
vironment Sciences Consortium; one official of a municipality in Bald- 
win County, who is a member of and selected by the Baldwin County 
Mayor’s Association, the Chairman of the Coastal Area Advisory Com- 
mittee provided for in Sec. 9 of this Act. 


b. The term of office of each Board member shall be consistent 
with his elective or appointed office. The member from the Mobile City 
Commission and the Baldwin and Mobile County Commissions shall be 
elected by the membership of their respective commissions. 


c. The Chairman of the Board shall be elected by the members of 
the Board and shall serve as chairman at the pleasure of the Board. The 
Board shall designate from time to time any other member as acting 
Chairman who shall serve in the absence of the Chairman. 


d. A quorum for the transaction of business shall consist of at least 
five (5) members. A majority of those members voting shall be required 
to pass any motion before the Board. However, in adopting its rules and 
regulations a minimum of two-thirds of the Board’s membership must 
vote in the affirmative. The Board shall have an official seal which 
shall be judicially noticed. 


e. Members shall receive no additional compensation for serving on 
the Board, but shall be reimbursed for expenses of travel and subsistence 
in the discharge of their official duties at the rate provided by law. 


{. The Board shall meet quarterly, and shall meet in special sessions 
as occasion demands upon the call of the Chairman. All meetings shall 
be open to the public and an accurate record of all proceedings shall be 
kept and made available for public inspection. All members shall be 
voting members. 


g. The Board shall have authority to solicit, accept and expend 
funds from the State, the United States, and from any other source, to 
carry out the provisions, purposes and policies of this Act. 


h. The Board shall coordinate activities and plans of all existing 
interests, other State governments, local governments, regional planning 
agencies, interstate compacts and commissions, and federal agencies 
which have programs relevant to the coastal area. 


i. When necessary to achieve conformance with the management 
program provided for in Section 6 of this Act, the Board shall have the 
power to acquire fee simple and less than fee simple interest in land, 
water and other property under the procedures of Title 19, Code of Ala- 
bama, or other means. In the implementation of this Act no govern- 
mental agency shall adopt a rule or regulation that is unduly restrictive, 
or constitutes a taking of property without payment of full compensation 
in accordance with the Constitution of the State of Alabama or of the 
United States. 


. The Board is authorized to employ an executive director to serve 
at the will of the Board. The executive director, under policies adopted 
by the Board, shall manage the executive and administrative functions 
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of the Board and the Board’s general operations and shall serve as chief 
administrative officer of the Board. The executive director, in addition to 
his usual functions, shall be secretary to the Coastal Area Board. The 
Board shall fix the compensation of the executive director. The executive 
director, subject to Board approval, shall employ necessary engineers, at- 
torneys, accountants, technical personnel and other employees necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this Act. Employees of the Board are en- 
titled to compensation as provided by the Board. The executive director 
shall keep complete and accurate minutes of all transactions and pro- 
ceedings of the Board. The executive director shall be custodian of all 
files and records of the Board. 


k. The Board is authorized to call upon and/or contract with such 
other state agencies including universities to provide such technical as- 
sistance as might be needed from time to time to develop and carry 
out the management program. The cost of such technical assistance shall 
be pe ursabte to the agency furnishing such assistance on an actual 
cost basis. 


1. Subject to Section 14, after 120 days from the approval of this 
Act by the Governor the Board shall provide for the orderly transfer by 
the State Planning Office of all of the State Planning Office functions 
under Act 1274, Regular Session 1973 to the office and staff directed and 
hired by the Coastal Area Board, and accordingly these shall be estab- 
lished in the Gulf Coast area an office to carry out the functions, respon- 
sibilities and duties herein presently delegated to the office of State 
Planning and otherwise to effectuate the provisions of this Act. 


Pursuant to the above provisions of this subsection L., the Board is 
authorized to accept and use such funds, facilities, or personnel as may 
be or may become available for the purposes of this Act. There is hereby 
created a fund which shall be known as the Alabama Coastal Area Board 
Fund. This shall consist of: (a) all money appropriated to the Board 
by the Legislature of the State of Alabama; (b) all money received by 
the Board by appropriation from county or municipal governments; 
(c) all gifts, grants, bequests or donations from individuals, associations, 
corporations, or industries; (d) all money derived through any source of 
federal aid; (e) all other moneys accruing to the Board in accordance 
with the terms of the gift, grant, bequest, appropriation, or donation from 
which said money is derived. The funds shall be expended by the Board 
in furtherance of any of the provisions of this Act. All necessary ex- 
penses of the Board shall likewise be paid out of said fund. 


Section 6. Development of Program by Board. The Board shall 
provide for the development of a comprehensive coastal area manage- 
ment program. The program shall be prepared in cooperation with local, 
regional, state and federal interests. The inland boundaries of the 
Coastal Area subject to the management program are described as fol- 
lows: Begin at the southernmost point on the Mississippi-Alabama State 
line where the land surface elevation reaches 10 feet above mean sea 
level and continue in a general easterly direction along the 10-foot con- 
tour to the proximity of Mobile Bay; continue in a northerly direction on 
the 10-foot contour along the western shore of Mobile Bay and the Mobile 
River delta to the north line of Mobile County; thence southeastward 
along the north line of Mobile County to the intersection with the Bald- 
win County lines in the Mobile River; thence along the west and north 
lines of Baldwin County in the Mobile and Alabama Rivers to the inter- 
section of the southwest corner of Monroe County; thence eastward along 
the Baldwin County line to the intersection of the westernmost point of 
Baldwin County where the land surface altitude reaches 10 feet above 
mean sea level; thence along the 10-foot contour in a southwesterly and 
southern direction along the Alabama River, the Mobile River delta and 
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the east shore of Mobile Bay to the proximity on Bon Secour; thence con- 
tinue along the 10-foot contour in an easterly and northeasterly direction 
to the Alabama-Florida State line. The program shall include at least 
the following: 


a. Identification of all of the state’s coastal resources; 


b. Evaluation of these resources in terms of their quality, quantity, 
and capability for the use both now and in the future; 


c. Determination of the present and potential uses and the present 
and potential conflicts in the uses of each coastal resources; 


d. Aninventory and designation of areas of particular concern with- 
in the coastal area; 


e. Broad guidelines on priority of uses in particular areas; 


f. Provision for adequate consideration of the local, regional, state 
and national interest invoived in tne sitine of facilities for the develop- 
ment, generation, transmission and distribution of energy, adequate trans- 
portation facilities and other public services necessary to meet require- 
ments which are other than local in nature. 


g. Provision for consideration of whether a proposed activity of an 
applicant for a federal license or permit complies with the state’s coastal 
area program and for the issuance of notice to any concerned federal 
pone as to whether the state concurs with or objects to the proposed 
activity. 


_ _,h._ Adequate provision for public notice, public hearings, and the 
judicial review as provided for under Alabama law. 


i. The management program shall determine permissible land and 
water uses which have a direct and significant impact within the bound- 
aries of the Coastal Area and must give due consideration to require- 
ments for agriculture, industry, commerce, resource conservation, resi- 
dential development, recreation, extraction of mineral resources and fossil 
fuels, harvesting of timber and pulpwood, transportation and navigation, 
waste disposal, and harvesting of fish, shellfish, and other living marine 
resources. 


Section 7. Rules and Regulations. The Board shall develop and 
promulgate, after notice and opportunity for full participation by rele- 
vant Federal Agencies, State Agencies, local governments, regional or- 
ganizations, port authorities and other interested parties, both public and 
private, such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry out the 
management program provided for in this Act. 


Section 8. Permits. It is the intent and purpose of this section to 
avoid duplicity whenever possible in managing activities within the 
coastal area and yet assure compliance with the management program 
established by the Board. 


a. No additional permit shall be required from the Board where the 
proposed action requires a permit from; Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission, Alabama Air Pollution Commission, Alabama Oil and Gas 
Board, Alabama Department of Conservation and Natural Resources, or 
any other agency having jurisdiction of an action within the coastal area. 
However, the above mentioned agencies shall not issue a permit for any 
activity or action within the boundaries of the coastal area until there 
has been a determination by the Board that any permit issued by the 
above agencies will be in compliance with the management program of 
the Board. The Board shall act on any such request for determination of 
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compliance within forty-five (45) calendar days of receipt of such re- 
quest. Failure of the Board to act within said time limit shall be a 
ground upon which the party seeking the permit may apply to any court 
of competent jurisdiction for a writ of mandamus compelling the Board 
to act within 10 days after the date of such court order; and the court 
must grant such order upon the ex parte showing that the Board has 
failed to act within said 45-day limit. 


b. There may well be uses of certain lands included within the 
boundaries of the Coastal Area which will not have a “direct and sig- 
nificant” impact on coastal waters. Such uses may be subject to regula- 
tion by local units of government, i.e. city or county, within the frame- 
work of the management program adopted by the Board. 


ec. Any person, corporation or partnership filing an application for 
a Federal permit for an activity to be conducted within the boundaries of 
the Coastal Area shall deliver to the Board an informational copy of 
such application. 


Section 9. Advisory Committee. There is hereby established the 
Coastal Area Advisory Committee whose purpose shall be to advise, con- 
sult with the Board and make recommendations to the Board on matters 
concerning the Coastal Area. The committee membership shall be com- 
posed of fourteen (14) persons having a broad range of experience and 
knowledge relating to problems involving management, use, conservation, 
protection and development of coastal area resources. Members selected 
shall represent a broad segment of industry and commerce, conservation 
and protection groups within the coastal area, farming and forestry with- 
in the coastal area, fishing and marine transport within the coastal area, 
building and land development within the coastal area, and planning and 
engineering within the coastal area. 


The County Commissions of Mobile and Baldwin Counties shall 
solicit nominations from various public, private, civic and professional 
groups representing the above interests for membership on the Coastal 
Area Advisory Committee and each County Commission shall select 
seven (7) for membership assuring that there is a balance of all interests 
represented and assuring that at least one-half of the committee mem- 
bership shall be residents of Baldwin County and at least one-half of the 
committee membership shall be residents of Mobile County. In addition, 
a majority of those members selected from each county shall either reside 
and/or own property within the management program of the coastal 
area. The members so selected shall serve for a period of one (1) year 
from the date of their appointment and shall be eligible for reappoint- 
ment. The total committee membership of fourteen (14) so selected by 
their respective County Commissions shall elect a Chairman who shall 
serve at the pleasure of the Coastal Area Advisory Committee and who 
i Mati ea such office shall serve as a voting member of the Coastal 

ea Board. 


Section 10. Approval by Governor. 


a. The management program provided for in Section 6 of this Act 
shall not become effective until approved by the Governor. 


b. Any rule or regulation proposed by the Board shall not become 
effective until approved by the Governor. 


Section 11. Appeals and Judicial Review. 


a. An appeal may be taken by any person or persons, partnership, 
corporation, state or local government entity aggrieved by an order of 
the Board, which has resulted in the denial, suspension, or revocation of 
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a permit or the issuance of a permit or a conditional permit within the 
coastal area. Before such appeal will lie, written protest setting forth 
the basis of the appeal must be filed with the Board within thirty (30) 
days of final Board action. 


b. After an appeal has been filed as provided for above, the Board 
may conduct such further inquiry into the matter as might be appro- 
priate. 


The appellant shall be given an opportunity to introduce testimony, 
both written and oral, to support the appeal to the Board. The Chairman 
of eat Board shall have wide discretion in the manner of conducting the 
appeal. 


_ ¢. If the Board denies an appeal as provided for above, the ag- 
grieved party may appeal the order of the Board denying such appeal to 
the Circuit Court of the county in which the property affected by the 
order of the Board is located. If the court finds that the order appealed 
from is supported by substantial evidence, consistent with the public 
policy set forth in this Act, is not arbitrary or capricious and does not 
violate constitutional rights, it shall affirm the Board’s order. 


Section 12. Initiation of Actions. The State of Alabama at the re- 
quest of the Board, a district attorney having jurisdiction, or a county 
attorney having jurisdiction may initiate an action against any person or 
persons, partnership, corporation, state or local government entity if in 
the judgment of the Board such party is determined to be in violation of 
the management program of the Board. 


a. Jurisdiction and venue for judicial actions brought pursuant to 
this Act shall lie in any county or counties in which the alleged violation 
occurs or in which property affected by such violation is located. 


b. Threatened or actual violations of this Act may be restrained by 
order of the Circuit Court of the county in which any affected area of 
the coastal area or any part thereof lies. Such suits shall be initiated as 
provided for above. 


c. Nothing in this Act shall preclude other statutory or common law 
unten by public or private parties against violators or non-violators 
of this Act. 


Section 13. Severability. The provisions of this Act are severable. 
If any part of this Act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such 
declaration shall not affect the part which remains. 


Section 14. Authority of Board to Implement Coastal Area Office. 
The Board shall take the steps to implement Section 5-1 of this Act only 
after there has been appropriated by the Legislature of Alabama the sum 
of Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00) for the purposes of implementing 
the provisions of the Act, or in the alternative, the Board has acquired by 
gift, donation, grant or bequest, or appropriation from federal, county or 
municipal government or services in kind by another state agency or 
agencies, a sum equal to Forty Thousand Dollars ($40,000.00), or in the 
event the Board in its judgment and the exercise of prudence feels that 
it may assume the functions, responsibilities and duties set out in Sec- 
tion 5-1 without the receipt of such monies, the Board is hereby au- 
thorized to notify the Governor and the State Planning Office of its 
readiness to assume the State Planning Office functions under Act 1274 
of the Regular Session 1973. 


Section 15. Repeal Section. All laws in conflict or inconsistent 
with the provisions of the Act are hereby repealed; and Act No. 1274, 
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S. 311, 1973 Regular Session (Acts of 1973, p. 2164) is hereby specifically 
repealed. 


Section 16. Effective Date. This act shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law.

Number 128 without my signature and approval and with the following 
suggested Executive Amendments. 


I suggest that you amend page 2 by striking out entirely subsection 
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3(a)1 on lines 29 and 30, subsection 3(a)2 on lines 31 and 32, and sub- 
section 3(a)10 on page 3, lines 15 and 16, and by renumbering the re- 
maining subsections accordingly. 


I further suggest that you amend page 9 by inserting after sub- 
section 3(d)25 on lines 33 and 34 the following new subsections: 


“26. Alabama Public Service Commission—Created by Title 48, 
Section 1, 1881. 


27. Alabama Alcoholic Beverage Control Board—created by Title 
29, Section 3, Code of Alabama 1940, 1937. 


28. Department of Insurance—Created by Act No. 407, H. 198, 1971 
Regular Session (Acts 1971, v. II, p. 707), 1971.” 


I suggest further that page 10 be amended by inserting after the 
words “enumerated herein” on line 4 the following language:

“or continue as provided herein Sections 10, 11, and 14 of this Act. 


I further suggest that you insert after the period on Section 3, page 
10, line 10, the words “Provided, however, that no agency or bureau re- 
ferred to herein shall be terminated except by action of both houses of 
the Legislature and compliance with Article 5, Section 125, of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama.” 


I further suggest that you amend page 14 by inserting after the 
period following the word “continued” on line 35 the words “If the 
Legislature votes not to accept the recommendation, then the agency 
shall terminate.”; and by inserting after the period following the word 
“act” on line 38 the words “if the Legislature votes not to accept the 
recommendation, then the agency shall be continued. All action of the 
eee ae is subject to Article 5, Section 125, of the Constitution of 

abama.” 


It is my studied opinion that with this new and untested legislation 
certain of the regulatory agencies suggested by you to be reviewed in 
the legislative year 1977 be delayed until a later time in order that you 
may consider under this bill agencies which do not have such broad 
regulatory authority and so that you might have a better perspective and 
working knowledge of the operation of the “Sunset Bill.” It is my belief 
that the Legislature will be in a better position with this experience to 
study and examine such important regulatory agencies. 
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I would like to spell out and clarify that the Governor of the State 
would have the opportunity to approve or disapprove those agencies 
which may be terminated as well as those which are to be continued 
and this will maintain the proper balance between the Executive Branch 
and the Legislative Branch of State Government. 


There is some doubt in my mind that the bill as originally passed 
by the Legislature and any action taken thereunder could cast some 
doubt as to the constitutionality of the bill and any action taken there- 
under without stating specifically that the bill complies with Article 5, 
Section 125, of the Constitution of Alabama. 


The adoption of the above and foregoing suggested Executive 
Amendments will remove my objections to this bill.

Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1. This law is enacted so that Jackson County may be pro- 
vided. an acceptable civil service merit system governing the appoint- 
ment, removal, salaries, tenure and official conduct of its law enforce- 
ment officers. 


Section 2. As used in this act, the following words and terms shall, 
unless the context requires a different interpretation, have the meaning 
hereby respectively ascribed to them: “law enforcement officer” means 
and includes a policeman, policewoman, deputy sheriff, and other official 
who has authority to make arrests, and who are employed by Jackson 
County as a permanent and regular supleres for and subject to law en- 
forcement duties, but it does not include any person elected by popular 
vote. “Civil service merit system” means a civil service merit system 
which is approved by the Jackson County governing body. 


Section 3. The Jackson County governing body may establish 
separately or jointly, a civil service merit system governing the appoint- 
ment, removal, salaries, tenure and official conduct or any or all county 
law enforcement officers. Nothing contained herein shall be construed 
to prohibit the county governing body from establishing the salaries of 
the law enforcement officers in said county. 


Section 4. Each law enforcement officer in the civil service of said 
county shall upon the effective date of such agreement be classified to 
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the nearest classification of their present work assignment, location and 
pay. Said governing body may exclude the chief deputy or any other 
officers from the force and effect of the merit system. 


Section 5. Every such agreement with the state director of person- 
nel to furnish such services and facilities of the state personnel depart- 
ment to such counties shall provide for the reimbursement to the state 
of the reasonable cost of the services and facilities furnished as de- 
termined by the state director of personnel. Funds obtained as reim- 
bursement for such services shall be deposited into the accounts of the 
state personnel department and may be expended to help defray the 
expenses of said department. 


Section 6. The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of 
the act is declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE

A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a public employees insurance program which provides 
health and accident insurance coverage for certain public employees in 
this state; create a board to administer and effectuate the programs herein 
provided; prescribe the powers and duties of such board, and provide for 
funding from the state general fund, Special Education Trust Fund to 
finance the program, and any other funds from which state employees 
salaries are paid. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Short title; legislative intent. 


The short title by which this act may be referred to is “Alabama 
Public Employees Insurance Act” and it is the express intent of the 
legislature to encourage and promote a uniform partnership relation 
between all employers and employees participating in the insurance plan 
or plans formulated under the provisions of this act and to hereby declare 
same to be a public purpose. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as used in this act, unless a dif- 
ferent meaning is clearly indicated by the context, shall have the follow- 
ing meanings: 


(1) “Board” means the Public Employees Insurance Board created 
by this act. 


(2) “State employee” means any person, including elected officials, 
who works full time for the State of Alabama, or for a county health 
department, and who receives his full compensation through means of a 
state warrant drawn upon the state treasury or by check drawn upon 
the state treasury or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Alabama 
state docks’ department or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Ala- 
bama state agency for surplus property, other than those employees 
covered by the United States Railway Retirement Act. Such term shall 
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also include full time teachers, administrators, supervisors and all other 
full time employees of the Department of Education or any county or 
city board of education or junior colleges, vocational technical colleges 
or state public colleges and universities or the Alabama Institute for Deaf 
and Blind. Any matters of doubt as to who is a “state employee” within 
the meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 


_ (3) “County or city employee” means any person, including elected 
officials, who works for a county, city or town in the state; and separate 
corporation or instrumentality established by one or more counties, cities 
or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or instrumentality sup- 
ported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any public corporation 
charged by law with the performance of a governmental function and 
whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more counties, cities or 
towns. Any doubt as to who is a “county or city employee” within the 
meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 


(4) “Retired employee” means any state employee or county or city 
employee as defined herein who has retired under the provisions of the 
Judicial Retirement System, Public Employees Retirement System, the 
Teachers Retirement System or any other retirement system provided 
for state employees and county or city employees. 


(5) “Employer” means the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions or spending units; the Department 
of Education, county or city boards of education, junior colleges, voca- 
tional technical colleges, state public colleges and universities or the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; a county, city or town in the state; 
any separate corporation or instrumentality established by one or more 
counties, cities or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or in- 
strumentality supported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any 
public corporation charged by law with the performance of a govern- 
mental function and whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more 
counties, cities or towns. Any matters of doubt as to who is an “em- 
ployer” within the meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 
The en “employer” shall not include within its meaning the national 
guard. 


Section 3. Public employees insurance board created and es- 
tablished. 


The Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board is hereby created 
and established to provide group hospital, medical and surgical insurance, 
group major medical insurance, and group life and accidental death in- 
surance for all eligible employees in the manner as hereinafter provided, 


All business of the board shall be transacted in the name of the 
Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board. 


Section 4. Composition of Board, election and term of offices; 
powers and duties of board generally; expenses. 


The board shall consist of seven members as follows: 


(a) Two (2) state employees elected by those persons employed 
under the provisions of the Alabama State Merit System; 


(b) Two (2) educators elected by those persons engaged in teaching 
in the public schools of this state; ; 

(c) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a state 
legislator to be appointed by the Attorney General; 
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(d) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a legislator 
to be appointed by the Lt. Governor; 


(e) One (1) person who is not a state legislator to be appointed by 
the Governor. 


_ The term of office shall be four years except those elected and ap- 
pointed in the first elections and appointments, Place one educator and 
place one state employee shall be elected for a two-year term and place 
two educator and place two state employee shall be elected for a four- 
year term. The first appointment made by the Attorney General shall be 
for a two-year term. The first appointment made by the Lt. Governor 
shall be for a three-year term. All subsequent appointments and the 
appointment by the Governor shall be for four-year terms. 


The first election for educator representatives shall be under the 
direction of the Board of Directors of the Alabama Education Association. 
The state employees’ representatives election shall be under the direction 
of the Board of Directors State Employees’ Association. In all elections 
provisions must be made for open nomination by petition, secret ballot 
and opportunity for all employees to vote. All subsequent elections will 
be under the supervision of the Alabama Public Employees Insurance 
ts The Board will develop rules and regulations for conducting such 
elections. 


The first Board members will take office immediately following 
their election or appointment and all others subsequently appointed or 
elected shall take office on January 1 following appointment or election. 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of board member, the vacancy shall 
be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term in the same manner as 
it was originally filled. 


Each board member shall, within ten days after his appointment or 
election take oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he will 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Alabama Public 
Employees’ Insurance Board and that he will not knowingly violate or 
willingly permit to be violated any of the provisions of law applicable to 
the insurance system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the member 
making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken, and im- 
mediately filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


The Governor shall appoint from the membership one person to serve 
as Chairman, and the membership of the Board shall elect its own Vice- 
Chairman. Four members shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. The 
Board shall meet quarterly or, for special purposes, upon the call of the 
chairman or of a majority of the membership. The Board shall adopt its 
own rules and procedures and shall keep a record of its proceedings, 


The Board shall be responsible for the administration and manage- 
ment of the Public Employees Insurance System as provided for in this 
act and in connection therewith shall have the power and authority to 
make all rules and regulations necessary to effectuate the provisions of 
this act except as is otherwise specifically provided. 


The board is further authorized and empowered to employ such 
administrative, technical, and clerical personnel as is reasonably neces- 
sary to effectuate the provisions of this act. 


No member of the Board shall receive any compensation for serving 
as such; however, each member of the Board shall be reimbursed for all 
reasonable and necessary expenses actually incurred by him in carrying 
out his duties as a member of the board. 
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Section 5. Authorization to establish group hospital and surgical 
insurance plan and group major medical insurance plan; and rules and 
regulations for administration of such plans; what plans may provide. 


The Board is hereby empowered and authorized to establish a group 
ead eh medical and surgical insurance plan or plans and a group major 
medical insurance plan or plans for state employees and county or city 
employees and to establish and promulgate rules and regulations for the 
administration of such plans. Such plans may provide for group hospital 
and surgical and group major medical insurance against the financial 
cost of hospitalization, surgical and medical treatment and care, and 
may also include, among other things, prescribed drugs, medicines, 
prosthetic appliances, hospital inpatient and outpatient service benefits, 
and medical expenses and indemnifying benefits and such other coverage 
and benefits deemed appropriate and desirable by the board. 


Section 6. Authorization to execute contracts for the administration 
of claims and for group life and accidental death insurance; limitations; 
awarding of contracts; reinsurance; discontinuance of contracts. 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authority to contract with a 
reputable insurance or adjustment company or companies for the ad- 
ministration of claims. Such company shall be paid a fee based on the 
amount of claims that are handled during the course of a year and such 
fee shall not be appreciably greater than that paid by other states receiv- 
ing similar services. 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authorization to execute such 
other contract or contracts as are necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this act and may, but is not required to contract with one or more 
agencies, corporations, insurance companies or service organizations 
licensed to sell group life and accidental death insurance in this state for 
group life and accidental death insurance. 


The group life and accidental death insurance herein provided for 
shall be in an amount not exceeding one thousand dollars for every state 
employee and county or city employee. The Board shall have the au- 
thority to determine whether the premium for such insurance shall be 
paid by the insured employee or by his employer. 


The provisions of existing law relating to the division of purchases 
of the department of finance and administration shall not apply to any 
contracts authorized to be executed under the provisions of this act; 
however, before entering into any contract as herein authorized, said 
Board shall invite competent bids from all qualified and licensed com- 
panies or carriers, who may wish to offer plans. The Board shall deal 
directly with adjustment companies or insurers in presenting specifica- 
tions and receiving quotations for bid purposes. No commission or finder’s 
fee, or any combination thereof, shall be paid to any individual or agent; 
but this shall not preclude an underwriting insurance company or com- 
panies or adjustment company, at their own expense, from appointing 
licensed resident agents or adjusters within this state, to service the 
companies’ contracts awarded under the provisions of this act. Commis- 
sions reasonably related to actual service rendered for such agents or 
adjusters may be paid by the contracting company or companies: Pro- 
vided, that in no event shall payment be made to any agents or adjusters 
when no actual services are rendered or performed. The Board shall 
award such contract or contracts on a competitive basis. In awarding the 
contract or contracts the Board shall take into account the experience 
of the offering agency, corporation, insurance company or service organi- 
zation in the group hospital and surgical insurance field, group major 
medical insurance field, and group life and accidental death insurance 
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field, and its facilities for the handling of claims. In evaluating these 
factors, the Board may employ the services of impartial, professional 
insurance analysts or actuaries or both. Any contract executed by the 
Board with a selected company shall be a contract to govern all eligible 
employees subject to the provisions of this act. Nothing contained in this 
act shall prohibit any insurance carrier from soliciting employees covered 
hereunder to purchase additional hospital and surgical, major medical 
or life and accidental death insurance coverage. 


The Board may authorize the carrier with whom a primary contract 
is executed to reinsure portions of such contract with other carriers which 
elect to be a reinsurer who are legally qualified to enter into a reinsurance 
agreement under the laws of this state. Such reinsurance contracts may 
provide a “stop-loss” provision designed to keep the program financially 
solvent and to provide security to employees who receive coverage under 
the provisions of this Act. 


The Board may at the end of any contract period discontinue any 
contract or contracts it has executed with any carrier and replace the 
same with a contract or contracts with any other carrier or carriers meet- 
ing the requirements of this act. 


Section 7. Authority to provide for payment of insurance costs by 
employer; coverage for employees’ dependents generally; appropriations 
for employer’s cost of insurance; public employees’ insurance fund. 


The state’s contribution for insurance provided for under this act 
for state employees shall be one hundred percent of the total costs of the 
premium, provided however, that the state’s share for any year shall not 
exceed the amount appropriated therefor. 


If in any year the state’s share is more than the amount appropriated 
therefor, the Board shall have the authority to direct that such amounts 
as are necessary to pay such premiums shall be withheld from the salary 
payments of all state employees and shall be forwarded to the Board with 
such supporting data as may be required by the Board. 


Each state employee shall be entitled to have his spouse and de- 
pendent children, as defined by the rules and regulations of the Board, 
included in the coverage provided upon agreeing to pay the costs of 
such coverage for such dependents. The Board shall adopt regulations 
governing the discontinuance and resumption by such employees of 
coverage for dependents. 


During any period in which an employee’s dependents are covered 
under this act, there shall be withheld from the salary payment of such 
employee the entire premium cost for coverage of such dependents. 


For the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977, there is hereby ap- 
propriated from the Special Education Trust Fund an amount equal to 
that amount which was appropriated from said fund for the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1977, for the purpose of providing hospital-medical 
insurance for teachers, administrators, supervisor or any other employee 
provided for by such appropriation. Provided further that funds sufficient 
to cover their employees shall be paid to the Board from the Junior 
College Equalization account, the Vocational-Technical Equalization ac- 
count, Athens State College, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind 
account, the Department of Youth Services account, each state public 
senior university’s funds and any other account within the Alabama 
Special Educational Trust Fund from which salaries are paid. This ap- 
propriation shall be used for the payment of the state’s share of the 
premium costs incurred under the provisions of this act. 
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Local city and county boards of education, junior colleges, voca- 
tional-technical colleges, Athens State College, the Alabama Institute 
for Deaf and Blind, the Department of Youth Services, the state public 
colleges and universities and any other educational agency shall come 
under the provisions of this Act upon the expiration of their current 
contract for hospital-medical insurance. 


There is also hereby appropriated out of the general fund or such 
other funds as state employees salaries are paid from for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1977, an amount equal to that amount which was 
appropriated for such funds for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1977, for the purpose of paying the state’s share of the State Employees 
Insurance Program. This appropriation shall be used for the purpose of 
paying the state’s share of hospital-medical insurance for all state em- 
ployees except those for which an appropriation for insurance has been 
made in the preceding paragraph. 


The legislature shall hereafter appropriate annually from the afore- 
mentioned funds such amount as it deems wise for the continuation of 
this program. 


There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known 
as the Public Employees’ Insurance Fund. Such fund shall consist of 
and there shall be deposited into such fund all appropriations made from 
employer funds, any premium paid under the provisions of this act, and 
any other fund which may be received by the board from any other 
source. The treasurer shall pay all warrants issued by the state comp- 
troller against such fund or funds as the Board may direct in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. All unencumbered balances of all ap- 
propriations remaining in the fund hereby created shall be invested in 
approved securities by the Secretary-Treasurer of the Public Employees 
Insurance System as approved by the Board. All unencumbered balances, 
reserves and earnings on investments shall be maintained in the fund to 
be used for the purposes of this act. 


Section 8. Appropriations for payment of administrative costs of 
act. 


The legislature shall appropriate annually such amount as is neces- 
sary for the purpose of paying the administrative costs of this act. 


Section 9. Permissive participation; exemptions. 


The provisions of this act shall not be mandatory upon any county 
or city employee or upon any member of tthe legislature or upon any 
organization or association representing the covered employer or em- 
ployee, but shall be mandatory on all state employees. 


Employers, other than the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions, spending units, Department of 
Education, county or city boards of education, junior colleges, voca- 
tional technical colleges, state public colleges and universities or the 
Alabama Institute for the Deaf and Blind, shall be exempt from partici- 
pating in the insurance program provided for by the provisions of this 
act unless participation by, the employer has been approved by a ma- 
jority vote of the employer’s governing body. It shall be the duty of the 
clerk or secretary of the governing body of an employer who by such 
majority vote becomes a participant in the insurance program to notify 
the board not later than ten days after such vote. 


Section 10. City or county employees covered, if cost of the entire 
coverage is paid by such employee or his employer. 
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Any city or county employee may participate in and be covered by 
any insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except 
that their proportionate share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents shall be paid either by 
themselves or their employer. In no case shall there by any cost to the 
state for the coverage of any city or county employee or their spouses 
and dependents. 


Section 11. Members of the legislature may be covered, if cost of 
the entire coverage is paid by such members. 


Notwithstanding the definition of the term “state employee” con- 
tained in section two hereof and notwithstanding any other provision 
of this act to the contrary any members of the legislature or any former 
member of the legislature may participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except 
that all members of the legislature or former members of the legislature 
who elect to participate in or to be covered by any such plan or plans 
shall pay their proportionate individual share of the full cost for all 
group coverage on themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that 
there will be no cost to the state for coverage of any such members, 
spouses and dependents. 


Section 12. Retired employees may be covered. 


Retired employees may elect to participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees by con- 
senting to have deducted from their monthly benefit payment their 
proportionate individual share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that there will be no 
cost to the state for such coverage. The premiums so deducted shall be 
transmitted monthly to the Public Employees Insurance Board. 


Section 13. Organizations or Associations representing employee or 
employer may be covered. 


Organizations or associations representing fifty percent (50%) or 
more of the employees or employers covered by this act may elect to 
have their employees covered by any insurance plan or plans authorized 
herein for state employees, except that their proportionate share of the 
full cost for all group coverage on themselves and their spouses and 
dependents shall be paid either by themselves or their employer. In no 
case shall there be any cost to the state for the coverage of any employee 
of the organization or associations or for their spouses or dependents. 


Section 14. Rules and regulations for administration. 


The Board shall promulgate such rules and regulations as may be 
required for the effective administration of the provisions of this act. 


Section 15. Claims Billing. 


Providers of medical and health services and facilities shall not 
submit claims to the Public Employees Insurance System for payment 
unless such claim or claims shall take into account any discount, benefit 
or other consideration which is provided to any private or nonprofit in- 
surance company doing business in the state. 


Section 16. Funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by 
the State Employees Insurance Board. 


All funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by the State 
Employees Insurance Board shall be transferred to the Public Employees 
Insurance Board on October 1, 1976. 
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Section 17. Appropriation. The appropriation for state employees 
insurance for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977, shall not exceed 
the amount provided in the General Fund Appropriations Act (H. 387 
Act No. 1976 Regular Session) and there shall be no supplemental 
appropriation during the fiscal year ending September 30, 1977. 


Section 18. Repealer. 


Effective October 1, 1976, Act No. 833, S. 128, 1965 Regular Session 
(Acts of 1965, p. 1564; now appearing in the Code of Alabama, Re- 
compiled 1958, Title 55 §§483(6) - 483(18)) as heretofore amended is 
hereby repealed. All other laws or parts of laws which conflict with this 
act are repealed. 


Section 19. Severability. 
The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the act is 


declared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect 
the part which remains. 


Section 20. Effective date. 


The provisions of this act relative to the appointment of the Board 
and the activities of the Board which are necessary to organize the sys- 
tem of insurance hereby provided for shall become effective immediately 
upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law. The provisions hereof which provide for the actual sys- 
tem of insurance shall become effective on October 1, 1976 for all state 
employees paid from the General Fund or other state fund except the 
Alabama Special Educational Trust Fund. Those employees of local city 
and county boards of education, junior colleges, vocational-technical 
colleges, the Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind, the Department of 
Youth Services, public colleges and universities or any other educa- 
tional agency shall come under the system of insurance provided herein 
upon the expiration of their current insurance contract(s).

Mr. Speaker: 


The President and Presiding Officer of the Senate having signed the 
following Senate Bill, your signature thereto is requested: 


S. 128. An Act creating the “Alabama Sunset Law of 1976” pro- 
viding definitions; providing for the termination of state agencies, as 
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defined in the Act, or listed dates; providing a deadline for reaching a 
recommendation as to continuance or termination, as defined herein, on 
or before the first legislative day immediately following review; provid- 
ing that any agency, unit or subunit which is terminated shall have 180 
days in which to conclude its affairs after which time the specified 
agency, unit, subunits and their personnel positions would be abolished 
and all unexpended funds would revert to the state fund from which 
appropriation was made; providing for a 4-year limit on the life of any 
continued or newly created agency, after which time review and evalua- 
tion procedures shall be repeated; providing for public hearings on the 
sufficient public need of agencies under review; providing for review and 
evaluation criteria; providing for a review and evaluation criterion of a 
“zero-based review and evaluation”’ providing for a select committee 
to assist in the implementation of the provisions of this act; providing that 
appropriate House and Senate committees, upon assignment of the 
Speaker and President, respectively, shall sit jointly and complete the 
review and evaluation process and their recommendation report shall 
be submitted to the Legislature and the Governor for distribution on, 
or before, the first legislative day of the regular session; providing ex- 
penses and pay of committee members be made from the state treasury 
from funds appropriated for the payment of the expenses of the legis- 
lature; providing for voting as to the recommendations of the committee 
and the continuance of any agency by simple majority vote of both 
Houses; providing for the Examiners of Public Accounts and Legislative 
Fiscal Office to assist in the review and evaluation process; providing 
that the Governor be urged to adopt the principles of a “zero-based 
review and evaluation” in budgetary preparations; providing for the re- 
tention of all claims and rights of citizens; providing for severability;

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A BILL 
TO BE ENTITLED 
AN ACT 


To create a public employees insurance program which provides 
health and accident insurance coverage for certain public employees in 
this state; create a board to administer and effectuate the programs 
herein provided; prescribe the powers and duties of such board; and 
provide for funding from the state general fund, Special Education Trust 
Fund to finance the program, and any other funds from which state em- 
ployees salaries are paid. 


Be It Enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
Section 1. Short title; legislative intent. 


The short title by which this act may be referred to is “Alabama 
Public Employees Insurance Act” and it is the express intent of the leg- 
islature to encourage and promote a uniform partnership relation be- 
tween all employers and employees participating in the insurance plan 
or plans formulated under the provisions of this act and to hereby declare 
same to be a public purpose. 


Section 2. Definitions. 


The following words and phrases as used in this act, unless a dif- 
ferent meaning is clearly indicated by the context, shall have the fol- 
lowing meanings: 


‘ (1) “Board” means the public employees insurance board created by 
this act. 


(2) “State employee” means any person, including elected officials, 
who works full time for the State of Alabama, or for a county health de- 
partment, and who receives his full compensation through means of a 
state warrant drawn upon the state treasury or by check drawn upon the 
state treasury or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Alabama state 
docks’ department or by check drawn by the treasurer of the Alabama 
state agency for surplus property, other than those employees covered 
by the United States Railway Retirement Act. Such term shall also 
include full time teachers, administrators, supervisors and all other full 
time employees of the Department of Education or any county or city 
board of education or junior colleges, vocational technical colleges or 
state public senior universities or the Alabama Institute for Deaf and 
Blind. Any matters of doubt as to who is a “state employee” within the 
meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 


(3) “County or city employee” means any person, including elected 
officials, who works for a county, city or town in the state; any separate 
corporation or instrumentality established by one or more counties, cities 
or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or instrumentality sup- 
ported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any public corporation 
charged by law with the performance of a governmental function and 
whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more counties, cities or 
towns. Any doubt as to who is a “county or city employee” within the 
meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 


(4) “Retired employee” means any state employee or county or 
city employee as defined herein who has retired under the provisions of 
the Judicial Retirement System, Public Employees Retirement System, 
the Teachers Retirement System or any other retirement system pro- 
vided for state employees and county or city employees. 
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(5) “Employer” means the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions or spending units; the Depart- 
ment of Education, county or city boards of education, junior colleges, 
vocational technical colleges, state public senior universities or the 
Alabama Institute for Deaf and Blind; a county, city or town in the state; 
any separate corporation or instrumentality established by one or more 
counties, cities or towns, as permitted by law; any corporation or instru- 
mentality supported in most part by counties, cities or towns or any 
public corporation charged by law with the performance of a govern- 
mental function and whose jurisdiction is coextensive with one or more 
counties, cities or towns. Any matters of doubt as to who is an “em- 
ployer” within the meaning of this act shall be decided by the board. 
The term “employer” shall not include within its meaning the national 
guard, 


Section 3. Public employees insurance board created and es- 
tablished; composition of board; election and term of offices; powers and 
duties of board. 


The Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board is hereby created 
and established to provide group hospital and surgical insurance, group 
major medical insurance, and group life and accidental death insurance 
for all eligible employees in the manner as hereinafter provided. 


All business of the board shall be transacted in the name of the 
Alabama Public Employees Insurance Board. 


Section 4. Composition of Board; powers and duties of board gen- 
erally; expenses. 


The board shall consist of seven members as follows: 


(a) Two (2) state employees elected by those persons employed 
under the provisions of the Alabama State Merit System; 


(b) Two (2) teachers elected by those persons engaged in teaching 
in the public schools of this state; 


(c) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a state 
legislator to be appointed by the Attorney General; 


(d) One (1) person who is neither a state employee nor a state 
legislator to be appointed by the Lt. Governor; 


(e} One (1) person who is not a state legislator to be appointed by 
the Governor. 


The term of office shall be four years except those elected and ap- 
pointed in the first elections and appointments. Place one teacher and 
place one state employee shall be elected for a two-year term and place 
two teacher and place two state employee shall be elected for a four- 
year term. The first appointment made by the Attorney General shall 
be for a two-year term. The first appointment made by the Lt. Governor 
shall be for a three-year term. All subsequent appointments and the 
appointment by the Governor shall be for four-year terms. 


The first election for teacher representatives shall be under the 
direction of the Board of Directors of the Alabama Education Association. 
The state employees’ representatives election shall be under the direction 
of the Board of Directors State Employees’ Association. In all elections 
provisions must be made for open nomination by petition, secret ballot 
and opportunity for all employees to vote. All subsequent elections will 
be under the supervision of the Alabama Public Employees Insurance 
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Board. The Board will develop rules and regulations for conducting such 
elections. 


Board members will take office January 1 following their election 
or appointment, 


If a vacancy occurs in the office of board member, the vacancy shall 
be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term in the same manner 
as it was originally filled. 


Each board member shall, within ten days after his appointment or 
election take an oath of office that, so far as it devolves upon him, he 
will diligently and honestly administer the affairs of the Alabama Public 
Employees’ Insurance Board and that he will not knowingly violate or 
willingly permit to be violated any of the provisions of law applicable 
to the retirement system. Such oath shall be subscribed to by the mem-~ 
ber making it, certified by the officer before whom it is taken, and im- 
mediately filed in the office of the Secretary of State. 


The Governor shall appoint from the membership one person to serve 
as Chairman, and the membership of the Board shall elect its own Vice- 
Chairman. Four members shall constitute a quorum at any meeting. The 
Board shall meet quarterly or, for special purposes, upon the call of the 
chairman or of a majority of the membership. The Board shall adopt its 
own rules and procedures and shall keep a record of its proceedings. 


The Board shall be responsible for the administration and manage- 
ment of the public employees insurance system as provided for in this 
act and in connection therewith shall have the power and authority to 
make all rules and regulations necessary to effectuate the provisions of 
this act except as is otherwise specifically provided. 


The board is further authorized and empowered to employ such 
administrative, technical, and clerical personnel as is reasonably neces- 
sary to effectuate the provisions of this act. 


No member of the Board shall receive any compensation for serving 
as such; however, each member of the Board shall be reimbursed for all 
reasonable and necessary expenses actually incurred by him in carrying 
out his duties as a member of the board. 


Section 5. Authorization to establish group hospital and surgical 
insurance plan and group major medical insurance plan; and rules and 
regulations for administration of such plans; what plans may provide. 


The Board is hereby empowered and authorized to establish a group 
hospital and surgical insurance plan or plans and a group major medical 
insurance plan or plans for state employees and county or city em- 
ployees and to establish and promulgate rules and regulations for the 
administration of such plans. Such plans may provide for group hospital 
and surgical and group major medical insurance against the financial 
cost of hospitalization, surgical and medical treatment and care, and may 
also include, among other things, prescribed drugs, medicines, prosthetic 
appliances, hospital inpatient and outpatient service benefits, and medical 
expenses and indemnifying benefits and such other coverage and bene- 
fits deemed appropriate and desirable by the board. 


Section 6. Authorization to execute contracts for the administration 
of claims and for group life and accidental death insurance; limitations; 
awarding of contracts; reinsurance; discontinuance of contracts. 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authority to contract with a 
reputable insurance or adjustment company or companies for the ad- 
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ministration of claims. Such company shall be paid a fee based on the 
amount of claims that are handled during the course of a year and such 
fee shall not be appreciably greater than that paid by other states re- 
ceiving similar services. 


The Board is hereby given exclusive authorization to execute such 
other contract or contracts as are necessary to carry out the provisions 
of this act and may, but is not required to contract with one or more 
agencies, corporations, insurance companies or service organizations 
licensed to sell group life and accidental death insurance in this state for 
group life and accidental death insurance. 


The group life and accidental death insurance herein provided for 
shall be in an amount not exceeding one thousand dollars for every state 
employee and county or city employee. The Board shall have the au- 
thority to determine whether the premium for such insurance shall be 
paid by the insured employee or by his employer. 


The provisions of existing law relating to the division of purchases 
of the department of finance and administration shall not apply to any 
contracts authorized to be executed under the provisions of this act; 
however, before entering into any contract as herein authorized, said 
Board shall invite competent bids from all qualified and licensed com- 
panies or carriers, who may wish to offer plans. The Board shall deal 
directly with adjustment companies or insurers in presenting specifica- 
tions and receiving quotations for bid purposes. No commission or finder’s 
fee, or any combination thereof, shall be paid to any individual or 
agent; but this shall not preclude an underwriting insurance company 
or companies or adjustment company, at their own expense, from ap- 
pointing licensed resident agents or adjusters within this state, to service 
the companies’ contracts awarded under the provisions of this act. Com- 
missions reasonably related to actual service rendered for such agents or 
adjusters may be paid by the contracting company or companies: Pro- 
vided, that in no event shall payment be made to any agents or adjusters 
when no actual services are rendered or performed. The Board shall 
award such contract or contracts on a competitive basis. In awarding the 
contract or contracts the Board shall take into account the experience of 
the offering agency, corporation, insurance company or service or- 
ganization in the group hospital and surgical insurance field, group 
major medical insurance field, and group life and accidental death in- 
surance field, and its facilities for the handling of claims. In evaluating 
these factors, the Board may employ the services of impartial, professional 
insurance analysts or actuaries or both. Any contract executed by the 
Board with a selected company shall be a contract to govern all eligible 
employees subject to the provisions of this act. Nothing contained in this 
act shall prohibit any insurance carrier from soliciting employees covered 
hereunder to purchase additional hospital and surgical, major medical 
or life and accidental death insurance coverage. 


The Board may authorize the carrier with whom a primary contract 
is executed to reinsure portions of such contract with other carriers which 
elect to be a reinsurer and who are legally qualified to enter into a 
reinsurance agreement under the laws of this state. 


The Board may at the end of any contract period discontinue any 
contract or contracts it has executed with any carrier and replace the 
same with a contract or contracts with any other carrier or carriers meet- 
ing the requirements of this act. 


Section 7. Authority to provide for payment of insurance costs by 
employer; coverage for employees’ dependents generally; appropriations 
for employer’s cost of insurance; public employees’ insurance fund. 
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The state’s contribution for insurance provided for under this act 
for state employees shall be one hundred percent of the total costs of 
the premium, provided however, that the state’s share for any year shall 
not exceed the amount appropriated therefor. 


If in any year the state’s share is more than the amount appropriated 
therefor, the Board shall have the authority to direct that such amounts 
as are necessary to pay such premiums shall be withheld from the salary 
payments of all state employees and shall be forwarded to the Board 
with such supporting data as may be required by the Board. 


Each state employee shall be entitled to have his spouse and de- 
pendent children, as defined by the rules and regulations of the Board, 
included in the coverage provided upon agreeing to pay the costs of such 
coverage for such dependents. The Board shall adopt regulations govern- 
ing the discontinuance and resumption by such employees of coverage 
for dependents. 


During any period in which an employee’s dependents are covered 
under this act, there shall be withheld from the salary payment of such 
employee the entire premium cost for coverage of such dependents. 


For the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1977, there is hereby appro- 
priated from the Special Education Trust Fund an amount equal to that 
amount which was appropriated from said fund for the fiscal year ending 
September 30, 1977, for the purpose of providing hospital-medical in- 
surance for teachers, administrators, supervisor or any other employee 
provided for by such appropriation. This appropriation shall be used for 
the payment of the state’s share of the premium costs incurred under the 
provisions of this act. 


There is also hereby appropriated out of the general fund or such 
other funds as state employees salaries are paid from for the fiscal year 
beginning October 1, 1977, an amount equal to that amount which was 
appropriated for such funds for the fiscal year ending September 30, 
1977, for the purpose of paying the state’s share of the State Employees 
Insurance Program. This appropriation shall be used for the purpose of 
paying the state’s share of hospital-medical insurance for all state em- 
ployees except those for which an appropriation for insurance has been 
made in the preceding paragraph. 


The legislature shall hereafter appropriate annually from the afore- 
mentioned funds such amount as it deems wise for the continuation of 
this program. 


There is hereby created in the state treasury a fund to be known 
as the Public Employees’ Insurance Fund. Such fund shall consist of and 
there shall be deposited into such fund all appropriations made from 
employer funds, any premium paid under the provisions of this act, and 
any other fund which may be received by the board from any other 
source. The treasurer shall pay all warrants issued by the state comp- 
troller against such fund or funds as the Board may direct in accordance 
with the provisions of this act. All unencumbered balances of all ap- 
propriations remaining in the fund hereby created shall be invested in 
approved securities by the Secretary-Treasurer of the Employees’ Re- 
tirement System of Alabama as approved by the Board. All unencumbered 
balances, reserves and earnings on investments shall be maintained in 
the fund to be used for the purposes of this act. 


Section 8. Appropriations for payment of administrative costs of 
act. 
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The legislature shall appropriate annually such amount as is neces- 
sary for the purpose of paying the administrative costs of this act. 


Section 9. Permissive participation; exemptions, 


The provisions of this act shall not be mandatory upon any county 
or city employee or upon any member of the legislature, but shall be 
mandatory on all state employees. 


Employers, other than the State of Alabama, its boards, agencies, 
commissions, departments, institutions, spending units, Department of 
Education, county or city boards of education, junior colleges, vocational 
technical colleges, state public senior universities or the Alabama Insti- 
tute for the Deaf and Blind, shall be exempt from participating in the 
insurance program provided ‘for by the provisions of this act unless par- 
ticipation by the employer has been approved by a majority vote of the 
employer’s governing body. It shall be the duty of the clerk or secretary 
of the governing body of an employer who by such majority vote becomes 
a participant in the insurance program to notify the board not later than 
ten days after such vote. 


Section 10. City or county employees covered, if cost of the entire 
coverage is paid by such employee or his employer. 


Any city or county employee may participate in and be covered by 
any insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except 
that their proportionate share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents shall be paid either by 
themselves or their employer. In no case shall there be any cost to the 
state for the coverage of any city or county employee or their spouses 
and dependents. 


Section 11. Members of the legislature may be covered, if cost of 
the entire coverage is paid by such members. 


Notwithstanding the definition of the term “state employee” con- 
tained in section two hereof and notwithstanding any other provision of 
this act to the contrary any members of the legislature or any former 
member of the legislature may participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees, except 
that all members of the legislature or former members of the legislature 
who elect to participate in or to be covered by any such plan or plans 
shall pay their proportionate individual share of the full cost for all 
group coverage on themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that 
there will be no cost to the state for the coverage of any such members, 
spouses and dependents. 


Section 12. Retired employees may be covered. 


Retired employees may elect to participate in and be covered by any 
insurance plan or plans authorized herein for state employees by con- 
senting to have deducted from their monthly benefit payment their 
proportionate individual share of the full cost for all group coverage on 
themselves and their spouses and dependents, so that there will be no 
cost to the state for such coverage. The premiums so deducted shall be 
transmitted monthly to the Public Employees Insurance Board. 


Section 13. Rules and regulations for administration. 


The Board shall promulgate such rules and regulations as may be 
required for the effective administration of the provisions of this act. 
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Section 14. Funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by 
the State Employees Insurance Board. 


All funds, property, books, records and effects utilized by the State 
Employees Insurance Board shall be transferred to the Public Em- 
ployees Insurance Board on October 1, 1977. 


Section 15. Repealer. 


Effective October 1, 1976, Act No. 833, S. 128, 1965 Regular Session 
[Acts of 1965, p. 1564; now appearing in Code of Alabama, Recompiled 
1958, Title 55 §§483(6)-483(18)] as heretofore amended is hereby re- 
Pee a other laws or parts of laws which conflict with this act are 
repealed. 


Section 16. Severability. 


The provisions of this act are severable. If any part of the act is de- 
clared invalid or unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
part which remains. 


Section 17. Effective date. 


The provisions of this act relative to the appointment of the Board 
and the activities of the Board which are necessary to organize the 
system of insurance hereby provided for shall become effective im- 
mediately upon its passage and approval by the Governor, or upon its 
otherwise becoming a law. The provisions hereof which provide for the 
actual system of insurance shall not become operative until October 
1, 1977.
